Who's No. 1? A new plan could finally 
answer that question on the field. 


ollege football ripped off another long gain on the way toward its goal 

of establishing a national championship game. Those eager to see the 

top team crowned on the field rather than in the polls were left unsat- 

isfied once again last January. Undefeated Michigan was committed 

to the Rose Bowl and thus could not meet undefeated Nebraska, which 
went to the Orange Bowl, for the national title. Thus, after the Wolverines and 
the Cornhuskers emerged victorious over, respectively, Washington State and 
Tennessee, they were forced to share the final No. 1 ranking. 

This, however, could be the year college football fans fed up with split 
national champions have all awaited. For the first time, the Rose Bow] will be 
part of the new bowl championship series (Fiesta, Rose, Sugar, and Orange), 
the alliance that assures No. 1 meets No. 2 at season’s end. The Pac-10 and Big 
Ten winners, along with those in the Big 12, Atlantic Coast, Southeastern, and 
Big East Conferences, plus two at-large teams, are now eligible for a matchup 
at the Fiesta Bowl, the site of this season’s title showdown on January 4. 

The new system is not foolproof. The alliance could still give us a disput- 
ed national championship. For example, what happens if Michigan, Nebraska, 
and Florida State all end up undefeated at the end of the regular season? Who 
plays in the Fiesta Bowl then? It could happen. As recently as 1993, Auburn, 
Nebraska, and West Virginia all ended the regular season unbeaten. 

Still, the new plan provides a framework for a possible playoff. As Randall 
Mell points out on page 16, if Division I-A is ever going to have a playoff, it will 
evolve out of the alliance’s ability to preserve the bowl system by turning bowl 
games into quarterfinal, semifinal, and championship sites. 


Last year’s NFL draft was defined by two marvelous quarterbacks, Ten- 
nessee’s Peyton Manning and Washington State’s Ryan Leaf, who were were 
selected 1-2 in the first round, only the fourth time that has ever happened. The 
1999 draft, though, might repeat it. One thing seems certain: Quarterbacks will 
be in great supply next season. At least five, and possibly six, will be drafted 
in the first round. Three could be among the top six picks. 

That will be especially true if Kentucky junior Tim Couch comes out as 
expected. Most of those close to the Wildcat program believe this will be the 
talented Couch’s last year. It was thought in pro circles that Couch could have 
made it a 1-2-3 sweep for quarterbacks if he had come out last spring. 

With that in mind, we are predicting that Couch will be the next year’s No. 
1 selection. Following close behind, not necessarily in this order, will be Cade 
McNown (UCLA), Daunte Culpepper (Central Florida), Donovan McNabb 
(Syracuse), and Brock Huard (Washington), making this the richest class since 
the legendary 1983 draft produced John Elway, Jim Kelly, Dan Marino, Todd 
Blackledge, Tony Eason, and Ken O’Brien all in the first round.

Consider the evi- 
dence from last season: a school-record 
400-yard day against Tennessee, a 
school-record five touchdown passes 
(by the half) in the shocking 66-3 rout 
of Texas, three touchdown passes in the 
52-28 rocking of Washington, three 
more against crosstown rival USC, and 
two in the comeback victory over Texas 
A&M in the Cotton Bowl. McNown does 
not throw many interceptions (6).

A good place to start is at the top with head 
coach Larry Kehres, who has been part of the 
program for 25 straight years as a coach and 
29 of the last 32 counting his four-year stint as 
a player.

Including 
postseason play, Borchert connected on 9435 of 
1,443 passes for 14,225 yards and 185 TDs in 
his four-year aerial assault.

Chris Weinke, a 26-year-old sophomore who 
spent six years playing minor-league baseball, is the 
quarterback in Kendra’s absence. A solid line is 
anchored by guard Jason Whitaker and tackle Ross 
Brannon. Travis Minor, who ran for 623 yards and 
scored 11 touchdowns in his freshman year, and spec- 
tacular receiver Peter Warrick will make sure the quar- 
terback does not feel the need to carry the load alone. 

Two All-Americas are among the six defensive 
regulars who must be replaced, but that’s a familiar 


scenario and the Seminoles seldom falter. 
Lamont Green at linebacker, Tay Cody at 
cornerback, and Dexter Jackson at free safe- 
ty will be names to remember this season. 
“Our defense carried us at times last year, 
and with a new quarterback we will need 
them to step up and lead early [this year].”

“Our goal,” Bowden says, “remains to 
win the national championship.” 


Mg he Cavaliers began the 1997 campaign with 
| four new assistant coaches and only nine vet- 
} eran starters. The quarterback had never start- 
ed a college game. Losses in two of their first three 
games did not brighten the picture. But by season’s 
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Virginia 


end, Virginia (7-4, 5-3) had its usual suc- 
cess: at least seven victories for the 11th 
straight season. 

Winning that many should not be a 
problem this fall. Fifteen regulars return, 
the coaching staff is intact, and quarter- 
back Aaron Brooks played spectacular- 
ly down the stretch. “I think we have the 
experience and we have the talent to win 
more than seven games,” coach George 
Welsh says. 

All-America safety Anthony Poindex- 
ter helped the cause immeasurably by opt- 
ing to play his final season rather than 
enter the NFL draft. Although he missed 
all of one game and most of two others 
with injuries, he led the Cavaliers with 
four interceptions and finished third with 
78 tackles. Perhaps more importantly, he 
provides stability in the secondary, the 
only area hit by graduation. “We should 
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be an improved defensive team,” says 
Welsh, the winningest coach in school and 
ACC history (112-72-3). “We will have a 
better pass rush and do a little better job 
stopping the run and creating turnovers.” 

Tackle Antonio Dingle earned all- 
ACC honors and end Patrick Kerney’s 
45 tackles included eight sacks. Line- 


backer Wali Rainer led the team in tack- 
les (118) and had nine sacks. 

The offensive line “could be solid if 
everyone stays healthy,” Welsh says. 
Quarterback is in good hands with 
Brooks, and leading rusher Thomas Jones 
returns at tailback. Replacing the wide 
receivers could be a problem. Terrence 
Wilkins at one spot has more experience 
than Kevin Coffey and Ahmad Hawkins.

ew faces will be in abundance in 

Chapel Hill, but the Tar Heels 

(11-1, 7-1) expect the same old sto- 
ry: a strong season capped by a seventh 
straight bowl game. 

The most significant new face is not 
really new. Carl Torbush moves to the 
head coach's chair after 10 years as defen- 
sive coordinator. And a couple of famil- 
iar faces, cornerback Dré Bly and quar- 
terback Oscar Davenport, should help 
assure his transition goes smoothly. 

“This year, we will have outstand- 
ing athletes on both sides of the ball who 
must show they are capable of being out- 
standing football players,” Torbush says. 

Bly already is the most decorated 
player in North Carolina football histo- 
ry. The Tar Heels will promote him for 
the Heisman Trophy. He has intercepted 
18 passes and made All-America twice 
in his two seasons, and his cover skills 
anchor the defense. He will be joined by 
seven new starters. Linebackers Keith 
Newman and Brandon Spoon, ends 
Ebenezer Ekuban and Mike Pringley, 
and tackle Russell Davis will play big- 
ger roles in replacing the galaxy of stars 
who completed their eligibility. Their 
task will be formidable. The Tar Heels 
finished in the top five nationally in total 
defense, run defense, pass defense, and 
scoring defense in the past two seasons. 

Davenport earned the team’s offen- 
sive MVP award despite missing three 
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Alge Crumpler, North Carolina 


games, including the Gator Bowl romp 
over Virginia Tech, with an ankle injury. 
He holds the school’s top spot for career 
completion percentage and will be work- 
ing with solid receivers in tight end Alge 
Crumpler, one of the nation’s best at his 
position, and wideouts Na Brown and 
L.C. Stevens. Brown is the only UNC 
player ever with two seasons with 50 or 
more catches, and Stevens offers big-play 
possibilities. The offensive line, howev- 
er, “is totally up for grabs,” says Torbush, 
who was promoted after Mack Brown 
bolted to the University of Texas. 


he Yellow Jackets must replace a 
Te of big-play wide receivers and 
a record-setting linebacking duo, 
but there are reasons aplenty for opti- 
mism. Tech (7-5, 5-3) is coming off its 
first seven-win season since 1991 and 
crept into the national ranking at 25th on 
the strength of its Carquest Bowl victo- 
ry over West Virginia. 
Quarterback Joe Hamilton heads a 
cast that includes 15 returning starters, a

wealth of experience that enables coach 
George O'Leary to talk in terms of fine- 
tuning rather than rebuilding. 

“From an offensive standpoint, we're 
looking for consistency,” O'Leary says. 
“We have to improve our protection and 
our run-blocking, and we need to estab- 
lish the line of scrimmage. On defense, 
we need to attack more, which will lead 
to more turnovers. Pass rush and cover- 
age are areas we really need to improve.” 

Hamilton grew by leaps and bounds 
as a sophomore a year ago and finished 
with a flourish. In the final five games, 
he threw for seven touchdowns and ran 
for four. He goes into the new season 
with a streak of 151 passes without an 
interception. He set Tech single-season 
records for total offense (2,792 yards), 
completion percentage (.646), and pass- 
ing efficiency (146.6) in quietly accumu- 
lating the best year statistically by a Tech 
quarterback. 

Although he will be throwing to new 
receivers, including freshman sensation 
Kerry Watkins, Hamilton should benefit 
from improved pass protection with four 
of the five interior line regulars return- 
ing. Center Craig Page begins his third 
season as a starter and will anchor the 


front. Tailbacks Charles Wiley and Char- 
lie Rogers and fullbacks Ed Wilder and 
Virgil Johnson comprise Tech’s best run- 
ning corps in years. 

Seniors Justin Robertson and Delaun- 
ta Cameron will be counted on to plug 
the holes at linebacker left by the depar- 
ture of Keith Brooking and Ron Rogers. 
The secondary returns all four starters, 
and O'Leary believes his defensive ends 
“should be fine,” and that the defensive 
interior has “the mobility and size to get 
the job done.” An added defensive 
weapon is all-ACC punter Rodney 
Williams, who set a school record with a 
45.6-yard average a year ago. 


o say the Tigers (7-5, 44) face a 
Te rebuilding job is an under- 

statement. Coach Tommy West 
must replace Nealon Greene, the school’s 
all-time passing leader; Raymond 
Priester, the school’s all-time rushing 
leader; Anthony Simmons, the school’s 
No. 2 career tackler, who turned pro a 
year early; and Tony Horne, a record-set- 
ting wide receiver. Throw in the absence 
of a pair of four-year starters on the offen- 
sive line, All-America tackle Jim Bundren 
and all-ACC guard Glenn Rountree, plus 
tight end Lamont Hall, and the picture 
comes into focus. 

The offense must replace players who 
hold 60 school records, and a fractured 
ankle suffered by heir-apparent quarter- 
back Brandon Streeter in spring drills

complicated the rebuilding timetable. 
Streeter, the only quarterback with any 
college game experience, will battle 
Woody Dantzler and Slade Nagle for the 
job in the fall. Holland Postell, a two-year 
starter at tackle, returns in the line, and 
Mal Lawyer and Brian Wofford bring 
experience at wideout. Javis Austin and 
Terry Witherspoon each mustered more 
than 220 yards rushing last season. 

“IT would like to continue [defen- 
sively] exactly where we left off last year,” 
West says of the unit that returns six 
starters. “In the last three games, we 
played defense like we are used to watch- 
ing around here.” In those games Clem- 
son limited North Carolina to 67 yards 
rushing, made timely interceptions 
against South Carolina, and held Auburn 
to 107 yards rushing and a 34 percent 
completion rate. Antwan Edwards, who 
started games at cornerback and at safe- 
ty, end Adrian Dingle, and linebacker 
Rahim Abdullah head the unit. 


WAKE FOREST 


he Deacons went into November of 
1997 in a rare circumstance: with 
visions of a bowl game dancing in 
their heads. Their dream did not come 
true, but their 5-6 overall mark (3-5 in 
the ACC) provides some reason for 
excitement this fall. Not only did their 
record improve, but the statistics zoomed 
upward. With 16 starters returning, opti- 
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mism on campus is more than a word in 
the dictionary. 

“We have obviously made some 
major strides in developing our team 
speed and strength,” coach Jim Caldwell 
says on the eve of his sixth season in Win- 
ston-Salem. “We require our people to do 
more, so we have to be durable. Last year 
we let a couple of games get away from 
us because we lost our edge in the fourth 
quarter.” 

Wake increased its scoring by nine 
points a game to 22.3 and lowered its 
points allowed by eight to 26.2. Offensive 
yardage grew to 359 per game, the 
school’s best in the 1990s, and the Dea- 
cons made a major improvement against 
the run by lowering their yield 158 yards 
a game to 96.1. Caldwell calls the perfor- 
mance “a confidence-builder.” 

Leading the offense will be quarter- 
back Brian Kuklick, who has thrown for 
more than 5,000 yards in his career. He 
completed 61 percent of his passes a year 
ago. Desmond Clark, the ACC’s leading 
receiver, again will be the top target. Mor- 
gan Kane heads the running game that 


operates behind a line sparked by three- 
year starter Jeff Flowe at tackle and guard 
Sam Settar. 

Linebackers Kelvin Moses and 
Dustin Lyman, the team’s top tacklers, 
return, and the secondary, with three reg- 
ulars back, should be improved. Depth 
and inexperience are concerns on the line.

returning starters and high hopes of 
erasing some painful memories from the 
recent past. Just last season, five of the 
losses came by a touchdown or less, or 
in overtime. 

Nine of those starters are defenders, 
and Goldsmith expects the experience 
gained last fall to spell improvement 
over the 31 points and 409 yards a game 
surrendered a year ago. Tackle Chris 
Combs has 14 sacks and 28 tackles for 
loss in his two seasons. Linebackers Ryan 
Stallmeyer and Kevin Lewis combined 
for 208 tackles in ‘97. Stallmeyer had 17 
tackles against Maryland and Lewis 
caused 3.5 fumbles, one of which was 


returned for a touchdown. 

Injuries decimated the offense, but 
the lessons learned by the younger play- 
ers should pay dividends this fall. If 
nothing else, the Blue Devils will have 
much more depth. Scottie Montgomery 
gives Duke a threat at wide receiver, and 
sophomore quarterbacks Bobby Camp- 
bell and Spencer Romine should be more 
comfortable with a year under their belts. 
The pair combined for over 1,300 pass- 
ing yards and five touchdowns. Tail- 
backs Duane Epperson and Letavious 
Wilks and fullback Dawud Rasheed are 
solid. Three linemen must be found to 
join guard Lennie Friedman and tackle 
Austin Smithwick. 

A plus comes from kicker Sims 
Lenhardt and punter Brian Morton, who 
are special among specialists. Lenhardt 
had a school-record 16 field goals and 
missed only two inside 50 yards. Mor- 
ton averaged 41.4 yards on 60 punts.

When a coach talks about needing 
to continue to develop his rush- 
ing attack and to make improve- 

ments in the passing game, you know his 
offense needs a lot of work. Maryland’s 
Ron Vanderlinden makes those observa- 
tions in looking to 1998—and with good 
reason: The Terps (2-9, 1-7) were last in 
the league in total offense, rushing 
offense, passing offense, and scoring 
offense last season. 

Those rankings must change before 
the Terps make an impact in the ACC. 
The chances? The quarterback will be 
new, but four regulars on the line plus 
both wide receivers and the leading rush- 
er return. Tailback LaMont Jordan rushed 
for 689 yards and caught 22 passes for 
155 yards and finished second in the 
league’s rookie-of-the-year balloting. 
Vanderlinden, beginning his second sea- 
son in College Park, expects a significant 
upgrade on the line. Junior Ken Mastrole 
gets first crack ai quarterback. 

But the 2-9 record cannot be blamed 
entirely on the lack of offense. Maryland 
allowed 402 yards and 32 points a game. 
Seniors Kendall Ogle and Eric Barton are 
a high-powered duo at linebacker, but 
three starters up front must be replaced 
and the secondary is cause for concern. 

“T absolutely think Maryland should 
be one of the premier programs in the 
country,” Vanderlinden said in taking the 
Maryland job in December of 1996. He 
found out last season just how far he 
must go to reach that goal. a

The new arrangement could turn the Rose Bowl 
into a consolation prize. If the Big Ten champ winds up in Tempe, the 
conference will send an also-ran to Pasadena. 
In recent years, the thought of a Big Ten team con- 
tending for No. 1 would have met with hoots of derision 
across the country. After all, the Big Ten endured nearly 
Ataleci-mo(=rer-(o(-t-mo) me|collle|alm-)/alei-M@) a] (ele) c= ice Mi (2) 0) an Colm tale) 
1968 national crown. But when Michigan stormed to a 
12-0 record last year and a share of the national title (with 
unbeaten Nebraska), the notion didn’t seem so absurd. 
By becoming a full super-alliance partner, the Big Ten 
has altered its focus. For years, it had been one of the 
more provincial conferences, concerned only with the 
trench warfare conducted on its campuses every Satur- 
day. Coaches hesitated even to discuss the national title 
because they knew they wouldn’t get a shot at Nebras- 
ka, Florida, and Florida State in the postseason. 
This year, they might. But if the national title is beyond 
the grasp of most Big Ten members, the Rose Bowl is not. A dif- 
ferent school has represented the conference in Pasadena every 
New Year’s Day since 1994, when the Wisconsin Badgers showed 
up for the first time in three decades. That balance has become a 
trademark of the Big Ten and makes it tricky to pick the race. The 
usual lords (Michigan, Ohio State, and Penn State) will be in the 
hunt. But recent history indicates that a plucky serf will rise into 
contention by the time the leaves fall in the Midwest.

Cooper will call on senior Mark Garcia. The rest of 
the attack is loaded: blazing junior tailback Michael 
Wiley averaged 5.6 yards per carry off the bench. 
The receiving corps is among the best in the coun- 
try, led by David Boston, who had the most recep- 
tions (73) and touchdown catches (14) among Big 
Ten receivers. 

The defense remains rugged, with nine starters 
returning from the rock-ribbed unit that ranked No. 
7 nationally in total defense, conceding only 17 touch- 
downs and 277.6 yards per game. Middle linebacker 
Andy Katzenmoyer requires constant double-team 
attention. Senior cornerback Antoine Winfield might 
be the best in the conference now that Michigan’s 
Charles Woodson has moved on to the NFL.

Looking for reasons to anoint the Buckeyes in 
the conference race?

The challenge this 
season for Paterno, who turns 72 in 
December, is to restore the fire to a team 
that was ranked No. 1 in early November 
before it suffered embarrassing blowout 
losses ‘to Michigan and Michigan State. 
The Nittany Lions have to replace 
quarterback Mike McQueary and tail- 
back Curtis Enis. Redshirt junior Kevin 
Thompson or redshirt sophomore

reigns, and Penn State is deeper than 
most here.

Eberly each averaged more than six 
yards per carry. Fullback Aaron Harris 
is much more than a blocker. His touch- 
down runs turned the tide in last sea- 
son's victory over Ohio State. Redshirt 
junior Chafie Fields is a game-breaking 
receiver. The line will be rebuilt after cen- 
ter Kevin Conlin and guard Phil 
Ostrowski left, but Penn State always 
seems to have plenty of horses up front. 

The defensive deficiences were glar- 
ingly apparent in the Michigan and 
Michigan State games. The Nittany Lions 
conceded 187.9 yards per game on the 
ground, more than every Big Ten team 
but Northwestern and Illinois. That's bad 
news in a run-oriented conference. 

In the past, great defenses have been 
built around go-getters such as junior 
Brandon Short, the heir to the legacy of 
Linebacker U. Short missed most of three 
games with an ankle injury but still 
recorded 12 tackles for loss, intercepted 
a pass, and broke up three others. There 
is only one other upperclassman, junior 
Maurice Daniels, in the linebacking unit. 

The Nittany Lions are 31-9 in five 
years since joining the Big Ten, second 
only to Ohio State (32-7-1). It’s been four 
years, however, since they have been to 
the Rose Bowl. They have the weapons 
to contend this year but caught no breaks 
from the Big Ten, which sends them to 
Ohio State, Michigan, and Wisconsin. 
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isconsin notched eight victories a 
W:= ago, but only one of them 

came against a team with a win- 
ning record: Iowa, by a field goal. Still, 
the Badgers drew their fourth bow invi- 
tation in five years. 

They are not likely to contend for the 
Rose Bowl, but figure to remain in the 
hunt for another bow] bid as long as junior 
tailback Ron Dayne, who was plagued by 
injuries last fall, remains healthy. His per- 
carry average dipped to 5.5 yards from 6.5 
in his wondrous freshman year, though 
Dayne still managed to gain 1,457 yards, 
second in the conference. He needs just 
144 yards to surpass Billy Marek as the 
school’s leading career rusher. 

Head coach Barry Alvarez’s offense 
needs diversification, which means quar- 
terback Mike Samuel (13 interceptions 
vs. 8 TD passes) has to improve.

walls in the nation, anchored by Aaron 
Gibson (6-7, 371), the biggest tackle in 
Big Ten history. 

Rush end Tom Burke, the team MVP, 
recorded 19 tackles for loss and recov- 
ered three fumbles. Inside linebacker 
Donnel Thompson, a former walk-on, 
led the team in tackles. The secondary 
was the meekest in the Big Ten, picking 
off a league-low eight passes and allow- 
ing a generous 8.7 yards per catch. The 


Badgers will have to be patient here, with

two new starting cornerbacks. 

With a cheesy nonconference slate 
that includes UNLV and San Diego State 
and a beneficial Big Ten schedule (three 
of the first four foes had losing records), 
the Badgers figure to gain confidence ear- 
ly. But they'll still have to prove them- 
selves in trips to lowa and Michigan, as 
well as in a season-ending showdown at 
home with Penn State. 


HIGAN 


T Spartans were the Big Ten’s 


biggest bust. After winning their 

first five games and rising to No. 11 
in the polls, they blew four straight. They 
bounced back to earn a late bid to the 
Aloha Bowl, but then were slaughtered 
51-23 by Washington for their third post- 
season humiliation in a row. 

Coach Nick Saban hopes last year’s 
disaster will serve to motivate his team, 
which has developed a reputation for 
folding once it falls out of the hunt for 
the Rose Bowl. The humbler Spartans 
once again will rely heavily on tail- 
back/ kick returner Sedrick Irvin, the Big 
Ten’s top returnee in all-purpose yardage 
(160.8 per game). They need more pro- 
duction at quarterback. Junior Bill Burke, 
who has had a chronic back problem, is 
the front-runner, but redshirt freshman 
Lorenzo Guess will get a shot. 

The defensive line returns intact, led 
by right end Robaire Smith, the Big Ten’s 
leading returning sack man. A young 
linebacking corps is headed by Mike 
Austin, Courtney Ledyard, and sopho- 
more T.J. Turner. Cornerback Amp 
Campbell, the league’s top returning 
interceptor, rejoins safeties Aric Morris 
and Sorie Kanu to make State’s sec- 
ondary among the best in the Big Ten. 

Saban had big plans when he arrived 
in East Lansing three years ago. His 
19-16-1 record, with three bow1 losses, 
isn’t what he had in mind. But with the 
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Michigan State 


roster now loaded with his recruits, the 
hardworking Saban is trying to pull the 
Spartans out of the mediocrity that set in 
shortly after their last Rose Bowl appear- 
ance in 1987. It won't be easy: State has 
to visit the Big Ten’s big three (Ohio 
State, Penn State, and Michigan) and also 
takes on Notre Dame at home. 


due stormed to its most wins (9) 
since 1980 and broke a 13-year bowl 
drought with an invitation to the Alamo 
Bowl, where it whipped Oklahoma State. 
An encore won't be easy. Purdue lost 
seven players from the unit that led the 
nation’s No. 7 offense. The Boilermakers 
gained 460 yards per game (tops in the 
Big Ten) and averaged 33 points (No. 2 in 
the league). Sophomore quarterback 
Drew Brees, who has completed only 19 
passes, will try to replace Billy Dicken. It 
would help if the running game took the 
pressure off Brees, but Edwin Watson and 
Kendall Matthews are also gone. The pre- 
mier returnee is senior Eric Haddad, a for- 
mer tight end who has gained 100 career 
yards. The receiving picture is similarly 
muddled, with the departure of Brian 


il) nder first-year coach Joe Tiller, Pur- 


Alford, the school’s all-time leader in 
receiving yards. 

The offensive transition likely will 
take time, which means more pressure on 
a defense that finished near last in the Big 
Ten in yards allowed (401 per game) but 
sixth in points allowed (22.3)—the only 
real measure of a defense. A strong line is 
anchored by ends Rosevelt Colvin and 
Chukie Nwokorie. The secondary was a 
trouble spot a year ago. Purdue gave up 


16 touchdown passes, but there was 
improvement as the season wore on. Free 
safety Adrian Beasley hopes to parlay 
defensive MVP honors in the Alamo Bowl 
into a big season. 

With so much talent gone on offense, 
the Boilermakers could slip a bit. Tiller 
deserves credit for making a hoop-crazy 
campus care about football again. The 
Boilermakers have a tough nonconference 
schedule (including USC in the Pigskin 
Classic and at Notre Dame) but catch a 
break in the Big Ten, where they skip 
Michigan and Ohio State for the second 
year ina row,

F: the third consecutive December, 


Gary Barnett decided the grass isn’t 

necessarily greener on the other side 
of the fence. After previous flirtations 
with Notre Dame, UCLA, and Georgia, 
Barnett last year found himself pursued 
by mighty Texas. He declared that he 
would remain at Northwestern for the 
length of his 12-year contract. 

It was seen as an effort to combat 
rival recruiters, who had _ been telling 
prep stars that Barnett wasn’t serious 
about staying at Northwestern. It was 
also interpreted as a sign that Barnett is 
committed to staying with the program 
he rebuilt. A skilled recruiter, Barnett has 
parlayed the stunning 1995 Rose Bowl 
season into enough talent to keep the 
Wildcats afloat for years to come. 

Northwestern came back to earth last 
year, falling from Rose Bowl to no bowl,

an experience shared in this decade by 
Iowa and Wisconsin. To contend for the 
postseason this year, NU needs to settle 
on a quarterback. Three inexperienced 
players, led by senior John McArthur, a 
transfer from Missouri, are competing. 
Whoever wins the job will find a prime 
target in senior D’Wayne Bates, who 
broke his leg in the first game last fall and 
sat out the season. He had 75 receptions 
for 1,196 yards and 12 TDs in 1996. 

The defense needs beefing up after 
it allowed a whopping 188.5 yards per 
game on the ground. The linebacking 
corps is among the better ones in the Big 
Ten, led by senior Barry Gardner, a con- 
sensus first-team all-conference pick who 
led the Big Ten with 174 tackles. 

If Northwestern can keep the 
games close, it has a big weapon in 
place-kicker Brian Gowins, who led the 
conference with a school-record 20 field 
goals a year ago. 


o, Hayden Fry was not coaching 
Ne during the days of the Pony 

Express. It only seems as if he has 
been in Iowa City that long. He’s in his 
20th season as the head Hawkeye. Rival 
recruiters have been using Fry’s age 
against him for years, but with his 70th 
birthday approaching next winter, Fry 
has maintained that he will keep coach- 
ing as long as he enjoys it. 
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Whether others enjoy it is another 
question. While the Hawkeyes’ legions 
remain grateful to Fry for turning a woe- 
ful program into a perennial winner, there 
are signs of dissatisfaction. lowa did not 
sell out its allotment of Sun Bow! tickets. 
The school's well-traveled fans apparently 
may no longer be content with invitations 
to who-cares bow] destinations. 

The Hawkeyes have had a winning 
conference record only twice since earn- 
ing a share of their last Big Ten title in 
1990. If they are to improve on last year’s 
sixth-place finish, they need a big year 
from junior Randy Reiners, who led the 
conference in passing efficiency after 
replacing the injured Matt Sherman. The 
passing game will need to carry the load 
until the Hawkeyes can settle on a suc- 
cessor to Tavian Banks, who rushed for 
a school-record 1,691 yards in 1997. 

The defense was terrific, allowing 
just 275 yards a game, fewer than all Big 
Ten schools but Michigan. It figures to 
be strong again with All-America tackle 
Jared DeVries and leading tackler Matt 
Hughes, a linebacker, returning. The sec- 
ondary plucked 22 interceptions a year 


ago, but it will have three new starters. 
A soft early schedule means Iowa 
could be 4-0 when defending national 
champ Michigan comes to Iowa City on 
October 3, An upset there could have the 
Hawkeyes talking Rose Bowl again.

t times last fall, Golden Gopher fans 
Ae have wondered if they had 
wandered into the wrong stadium. 
Gone was the wacky air-oriented attack 
favored by former coach Jim Wacker, 
replaced by the ground-it-out scheme of 
new coach Glen Mason. One thing did 
not change, though: the results. For the 
fourth consecutive season, Minnesota 
sputtered to a 1-7 record in the Big Ten. 
The objectives this year are modest: 
Improve the defense and establish a run- 
ning attack. The Big Ten gave Mason no 
break this year, sending the Gophers 
against all seven league teams that 
appeared in the last postseason. 
The defense showed signs of 


lowa 
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improvement last fall, though it conced- 
ed 37 touchdowns and finished last in the 
conference vs. the pass. It is never a good 
thing when your safety is No. 1 in tack- 
les. The coaches hope junior Tyrone 
Carter won't have to lead the unit again. 

Mason, schooled in the importance 
of linebackers under Woody Hayes at 
Ohio State, expects more from senior 
Pare Williams, who will switch from the 
inside to the outside. Sophomores Cur- 
tese Poole, a transfer who followed 
Mason from Kansas, and Sean Hoffman 
also figure to have an impact. 

The Gophers will start a new quar- 
terback for the first time in four years. 
Fleet junior Billy Cockerham will replace 
Cory Sauter, the owner of many school 
passing records. The more important 
position might be tailback, where Thomas 
Hamner needs to improve his production. 
The Gophers rushed for only 130.9 yards 
per game, ninth in the Big Ten. If the 
Gophers can’t improve that number, they 
won't improve an offense that amassed a 
total of two field goals in late-season loss- 
es to Michigan, Ohio State, and Iowa.

here are rarities in life: rainbows, 
Te pro athletes, and Indiana 

touchdowns. The offense put the 
ball in the end zone 10 times last year, 
scoring just four rushing touchdowns (or 
about once per month). That’s a sure way 
to struggle in the Big Ten, where the 
shortest distance to pay dirt traditional- 
ly is between the guard and the tackle. 

With a rushing attack that netted 
only 90.8 yards per game, it was a won- 
der that Indiana won two games (Illinois 
and Ball State). Junior quarterback Jay 
Rodgers returns after completing 58.2 
percent of his throws, the third-best sea- 
son percentage in IU history. He will face 
a challenge from sophomore Earl Hani- 
ford and redshirt freshman Antwaan 
Randle El, whose quickness and strong 
arm make him one of the most highly 
touted recruits in school history. 

On defense, the farther the Hoosiers 
get from the line of scrimmage, the 
deeper their troubles become. They will 
be strong up front, led by first-team all- 
Big Ten end Adewale Ogunleye, who 
had 21 tackles for loss. The linebacking 
corps thins quickly after leading tack- 
ler Jabar Robinson. The secondary fea-

tures a new set of cornerbacks. 

If the defense can keep the Hoosiers 
close, they may sneak out a few wins on 
the toe of sophomore Andy Payne, who 
hit 15 field goals and twice tied the 
school record with four ina single game. 

Coach Cam Cameron, a 37-year-old 
IU alumnus, has brought new excitement 
to the long-dormant program, but he 
wants to see improvement in the stand- 
ings in his second year. Indiana opens 
with Western Michigan, but then faces 
tough road trips to border rival Kentucky 
and Cincinnati before wading into Octo- 
ber and five straight Big Ten teams that 
played in bowls last season. 


he Fighting Illini have lost 17 
Ts games, and they enter the 
season without Robert Holcombe, 
the university’s all-time leading rusher. 
“The Incredible Hole” accounted for 
nearly half of the total offense last year. 
That means more pressure on senior 
quarterback Mark Hoekstra, who threw 
twice as many interceptions (10) as TD 
passes in 1997. Hoekstra might lack for 
targets unless junior college transfer Ter- 
rance Smalls, who has game-breaking 
speed, emerges quickly. 

That’s why second-year Illini coach 
Ron Turner won't be smiling much. Illi- 
nois finished last in the conference in 
total offense, averaging a scant 286 yards 
a game, and it scored only 14 touch- 
downs, fewer than every team but Indi- 
ana. The scoreboard operator in Memo- 
rial Stadium can look forward to some 
nice naps again this fall, though the line 
will have the benefit of more experience. 

The defense figures to be a bit better, 
molded around a line led by junior end 
Rameel Connor, who is expected back 
from a knee injury, along with three-year 
starting tackle Garrett Johnson. The Fight- 
ing Illini finished last in the Big Ten in 
pass-efficiency defense, allowing oppo- 
nents to complete 59.7 percent of their 
passes. They also gave up 24 touchdown 
passes, more than one per half. 

The schedule offers an opportunity 
in September to snap the losing skid. 
After opening at Pac-10 champ Wash- 
ington State, Illinois expects a victory 
over Middle Tennessee State or 
Louisville, both of whom visit Memori- 
al Stadium. Good news: The Illini do not 
play defending national champ Michi- 
gan. Bad news: They play at bowl teams 
Purdue, Penn State, and Michigan State 
in the final four weeks. a

he Huskers don’t rebuild, they reload, right? 
That time-worn cliché will be tested in Lincoln 
this season. 

Believe it or not, the strength is on the defensive 
side, where the team lost first-round draft picks in 
rush end Grant Wistrom and tackle Jason Peter. But 
the coaches feel that seniors Mike Rucker and Chad 
Kelsay (who alternated opposite Wistrom last fall) 
will equal any pair of ends the school has had. Jason 
Wiltz and Steve Warren should fill the void left by 
Peter. Senior middle linebacker Jay Foreman is ready 
to emerge as a leader. The secondary of sophomores 
Erwin Swiney and Clint Finley and juniors Mike 
Brown and Ralph Brown is the strongest part of the 
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Nebraska 


unit. When was the last time they said that 
at Nebraska? 

The defense will have to carry the team 
through most of the season. Solich had sev- 
eral unanswered questions on offense. The 
talented but raw sophomore Bobby New- 
combe gives the Huskers their most explo- 
sive run-pass threat since Turner Gill (now the quar- 
terbacks coach). Any talk of Newcombe staying at 
wingback was quickly abandoned after he dominat- 
ed the Red-White spring game with 239 yards and two 
touchdowns. Now Newcombe has to grow. 

That is also true of those around him. Sopho- 
more I-back DeAngelo Evans, who wowed Husker 
fans with his smooth moves in 1996 (776 yards as a 
backup) before a frustrating and mysterious injury 
sidelined him for all of ‘97, is expected to be healthy. 
The line, built around senior center Josh Heskew, 
has four new parts—but what else is new? 

The Huskers are counting on the line clicking as 
usual, Evans returning to form, and Newcombe 
emerging as the great quarterback the coaches think 
he can become. And all that by the Kansas State game. 
Meanwhile, can Solich come down from the press box 
to motivate and push the right buttons? It should be 
an interesting “reloading” year at Nebraska. 


he only criticism of Bill Snyder’s amazing recla- 
mation job remains the schedule. Given an 
opening this season, Snyder again turned to the 


cupcake aisle, signing up Division I-AA 
Indiana State. K-State fans are too busy 
gearing up for the greatest season in 
school history. The Wildcats, with 18 
returning starters, have virtually no holes. 

They are explosive on offense with 
Michael Bishop, who is the league's pre- 
mier returning quarterback (sorry, Corby 
Jones). In his first year at K-State, Bishop 
set school QB rushing records with 566 
yards and nine touchdowns. He figures 
to get better, with Fiesta Bowl record-set- 
ting wide receiver Darnell McDonald, 
tight end Justin Swift, and dominating 
Ryan Young at tackle. The Wildcats’ run- 
ning game might be the best in the league 
with Frank Murphy, the national junior 
college player of the year (1,370 yards) at 
Garden City (KS). The NCAA granted a 
medical hardship and sixth year to Eric 
Hickson, who needs just 631 yards to 
break the K-State all-time rushing record. 

Meanwhile, it will be hard to score 
on the Wildcats. They return perhaps the 
best linebacking corps in the Big 12 with 
Mark Simoneau, Jeff Kelly, and Travis 
Ochs, who missed spring drills after 
shoulder surgery but should be ready by 
the fall. End Darren Howard is one of the

best pass rushers around. The experi- 
enced secondary, led by free safety Lamar 
Chapman, will try to lead the Big 12 in 
pass defense for the fifth consecutive sea- 
son. Place-kicker Martin Gramatica and 
punter James Garcia also return. 

The schedule is set up perfectly, with 
Texas, Oklahoma State, and Nebraska all 
at home. The Wildcats travel to Colorado 
on October 10, but the Buffs may still be

developing a new quarterback. If the 
Wildcats can go 11-0, their only problem 
might be their soft nonconference sched- 
ule coming back to haunt them in the 
polls. But that’s a problem the Wildcats 
would love to have. 


t was a breakthrough year for Mis- 

souri and quarterback Corby Jones in 

1997. The Tigers had their first win- 
ning season and bowl trip since 1983 and 
lost to Nebraska on a miraculous play. 
Jones was the all-Big 12 quarterback. Nei- 
ther Jones nor the Tigers will be a sur- 
prise to anyone in 1998, but that should 
not stop them. 

The Tigers, who had the nation’s No. 
6 rushing attack (263.5 yards), should be 
able to run on just about anyone again. 
It starts with Jones, the savvy veteran 
whose option and play-action abilities 
drive defensive coordinators loony. Jones 
rushed for 887 yards while passing for 
1,658 and accounted for 26 touchdowns. 

It will help to have four starters back 
from a young line that grew under fire in 
1997. Junior center Rob Riti and right tack- 
le Todd Neimeyer will open holes for 
senior Devin West (544 yards), who takes 
over for Brock Olivo, the school’s all-time 
leading rusher. 

But coach Larry Smith isn’t afraid to 
pass, not with his two leading receivers, 
senior tight end Eddie Brooks and junior 
Kent Layman, back. There was specula- 
tion this spring that Smith might use any 
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of three redshirt freshman tight ends 
(Dwayne Blakley, Brandon Ford, and Gar- 
rett Hill) as H-backs out of the backfield. 

The Tigers, who ranked ninth in the 
league in defense, just need to get better 
at stopping somebody. They should be 
strong up front with senior end Marquis 
Gibson and nose guard Justin Wyatt and 
in the secondary, where three starters are 
back. But the linebacking is uncertain. 

Despite a September 19 trip to Ohio 
State, the Tigers could be 5-1 by the time 
they reach the heavy part of their sched- 
ule: four of the last five games are against 
Nebraska, Colorado, Texas A&M, and 
Kansas State. That stretch will decide if 
the Tigers go bowling again. 


COLORADO 


here will be no talk in Boulder this 
fall of the national championship. A 
low-key approach is being taken at 
Colorado after a 5-6 season in which the

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Buffs lost five conference games and coach 
Rick Neuheisel’s discipline and coaching 
abilities were questioned. The Buffs were 
supposedly soft and too pass-happy to 
win in a division where Kansas State was 
now running past CU. So Neuheisel 
promised a respectable rushing game and 
a return to big, tough line play. 

Junior quarterback Jeremy Weisinger, 
who showed poise and running ability 
and threw just one interception in spring 


scrimmages, has the edge to replace John 
Hessler, but he'll be pushed by junior col- 
lege transfer Mike Moschetti and Adam 
Bledsoe. The backfield is stocked with 
senior Marlon Barnes, junior Dwayne 
Cherrington, and sophomore Damion 
Barton. They have potential but have yet 
to make CU a running threat. 

Much of the line, led by junior tackle 
Shane Cook, returns. The Buffs always 
have a big-time threat at receiver. This 
year, watch Marcus Stiggers and Darrin 
Chiaverini. And keep an eye on kick 
returner Ben Kelly. 

The lack of toughness was evident 
on defense, too, as the Buffs couldn’t stop 
the run. That trend could continue since 
Neuheisel retained just five starters, 
including corners Marcus Washington 
and Damen Wheeler. Look for lineback- 
ers Hannibal Navies and Ty Gregorak to 
step up. Senior Terrell Cade, who moved 
to linebacker from end, was suspended 
in the spring but should be available in 
the fall. 

At least the Buffs’ schedule won't get 
in the way. CU has Colorado State, Fres- 
no State, and Utah State before a league 
rotation that includes Oklahoma, Baylor, 
and Texas Tech. But Nebraska is no 
longer CU’s big game. The Buffs have to 
prove they can beat Missouri and K-State. 


ince last November, Kansas has 
worked to complete a $24 million 
renovation project of Memorial Sta- 
dium by the 1998 season opener. Jay- 
hawks coach Terry Allen’s construction 
project figures to take a little longer. 
Allen, who built Northern Iowa into 
a I-AA power, understands patience. 
Reality landed hard in Allen’s first year 
at Kansas. After a 3-0 start, the Jayhawks 
finished 2-6 with victories over Okla- 
homa and Iowa State. With a schedule 
this fall that includes games at Missouri, 
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Kansas 


Texas A&M, and Nebraska, along with 
home dates with Colorado, Kansas State, 
and Oklahoma State, Allen just hopes to 
add another brick to the wall. 

Junior Zac Wegner, who threw for 
970 yards and four touchdowns while 
starting the final six games, is Allen’s 
quarterback. The Hawks lost running 
back Eric Vann, but junior Mitch Bowles 
offered hope with a 147-yard, two-touch- 
down spring game that included a 75- 
yard touchdown run. Harrison Hill, who 
missed most of the year with a leg injury 
he suffered while throwing a block in the 
second game, leads the receivers. The 
line is intact. From continuity’s sake 
alone, KU should be better on offense. 

Defense is another matter. Only four 
regulars are back, including senior out- 
side linebacker Patrick Brown and inside 
linebacker Steve Bratten. Allen has to 
replace a big-play secondary that lost 
three starters. The good news: Allen 
does welcome 15 redshirts, including 14 
freshmen and junior defensive tackle 
Adrian Greene, who will get valuable 
experience this season. Meanwhile, KU 
fans can enjoy their new concession 
stands and rest rooms. 


Py 


his is a big year for coach Dan 
McCarney. The former Iowa player 
and aide has had four recruiting 
classes in Ames. He has had beautiful 
new facilities built. Now, after three sea- 
sons (3-8, 2-9, 1-10 respectively), Iowa 


State fans expect significant progress. 
McCarney knows it. That’s why he’s 
locked his players in the weight room 
and signed 18 junior college players. 

The problem is, 16 of the jucos won’t 
arrive until August. The biggest game of 
the season is the opener (September 5 
against Texas Christian at home). The 
Cyclones also play at state rival lowa and 
at home against Ball State before a Big 12 
slate that includes games at Texas, Kansas 
State, and Oklahoma. The swing games 
are Texas Tech and Kansas at home and 
OU on the road. 

The Cyclones, the league’s youngest 
team a year ago (with 16 freshmen), have 
a chance because they have a returning 
nucleus in key positions. Senior quarter- 
back Todd Bandhauer (2,514 yards pass- 
ing) and junior tailback Darren Davis 
(1,005 yards rushing) have big-play poten- 
tial. But only two starters return on the 
line and the leading returning receiver, 
Michael Brantley, caught three passes for 
21 yards last season. 

Fortunately, McCarney thinks this 
defense will be his best in four seasons. 
Much of his reasoning is based on a class 
of bulked-up freshmen and sophomores 
(12 on the defensive two-deep) and the 
fact that 12 of the 18 jucos are defenders. 
McCarney, whose defenses led the Big 
Ten while he was at Iowa, hopes sopho- 
more end Reggie Hayward and sopho- 
more nose guard Nigel Tharpe can real- 
ize their potential and give this evolving 
group an anchor to keep the ship from 
going down.

ast year’s 4-7 debacle is history now 

at Texas. The Longhorns have a new 

attitude. They have new head coach 
Mack Brown, who left North Carolina to 
rebuild the Longhorn image and self- 
esteem. They are inviting ex-players and 
coaches back to be part of the program. 

The Horns also return 17 starters, the 
most important of whom by far is senior 
tailback Ricky Williams. When Williams 
decided against an early entrance into 
the NFL, it automatically transformed 
Texas into a better team and maybe even 
a Big 12 contender. After leading the 
nation in rushing (172.1 yards per game) 
and scoring (13.8 points per game), 
Williams will be high on the 1998 Heis- 
man and 1999 NFL draft lists. 

The rest of the offense is familiar but 
uncertain. There is experience in the line 
with three third-year starters in tackles 
Octavious Bishop and Jay Humphrey and 
guard Ben Adams. There are capable tar- 
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gets in senior tight end Derek Lewis and 
sophomore wideout Kwame Cavil and 
senior Wane McGarity, who missed most 
of last year with an injury. But can senior 
Richard Walton replace play-making 
quarterback James Brown? Walton has 
completed 84 of 153 passes, but he'll do 
fine just handing off to Williams. 

The Texas defense, which ranked 85th 
nationally and 10th in the Big 12, will have 
a completely new look. Nine starters are 
back, but the Horns could field an entire- 
ly new lineup (save for end Aaron 
Humphrey). Brown has brought in coor- 
dinator Carl Reese to install an attacking 
4-3 defense. Most of the concerns start up 
front, with shoring up a run defense that 
allowed 241.5 yards per game and find- 
ing a pass-rushing end. The defense had 
just 15 sacks last season. 

Texas has the talent. Longhorn fans 
hope the combination of Brown’s system 
and Williams’s senior year will reinstate 
the team at the top. 


TEXAS A&M 


he schedule begins with Florida 

State in the Kickoff Classic and 

includes defending national cham- 
pion Nebraska and five other teams that 
finished with winning records. Texas 
A&M is armed with a dangerous group 
of skill-position players, linebackers, and 
defensive backs. If coach R.C. Slocum can 
reload his interior lines, the Aggies could 
survive the schedule. 

The offense has a pair of 300-pound 
anchors at guard in senior Cameron 
Spikes and junior Semisi Heimuli, a bull- 
ish drive blocker who has started the last 
25 games. Hopes are high for junior tack- 
le Andy Vincent, senior tackle Rex Tuck- 
er, and redshirt freshman center Seth 
McKinney. If the line can jell, the offense 
could be awesome. Eight starters return, 
including senior quarterback Branndon 
Stewart and running backs Dante Hall, 
Sirr Parker, and D’Andre Hardeman, 
who combined for nearly 2,300 yards last 
fall. Hall, an all-purpose return threat, 
averages 124.4 yards per game. Wide 
receiver Aaron Oliver suffered an ACL 
injury in the spring and is doubtful for 
the beginning of the season. Regardless, 
the Aggies should be able to match their 
375 yards per game. All-Big 12 punter 
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Shane Lechler is back for his junior year. 

Texas A&M is the sixth-winningest 
program in the 1990s, and much of it has 
to do with defense. The “Wrecking 
Crew” lost three linemen, but Aggie 
insiders think highly of this line, espe- 
cially if sophomores Rocky Bernard, Ron 
Edwards, and Ronald Flemons develop 
as expected. There is a strong maroon 
wall behind them. A&M’s linebackers 
start with Butkus Award candidate Dat 
Nguyen, a small (6-1, 213) package who 
explodes into running backs. Nguyen, 
who has led A&M in tackles the last three 
seasons, is flanked by sophomores Cor- 
nelius Anthony and Roylin Bradley and 
senior Warrick Holdman. The secondary 
returns four starters, led by junior cor- 
ner Sedrick Curry. 


OKLAHOMA STATE 


he Cowboys were the surprise team 
of the Big 12, going 8-4 and wind- 
ing up in the Alamo Bowl. That was 
nothing like the surprise OSU fans got this 
past spring, when it was announced that 
coach Bob Simmons had had a kidney 
transplant, donated by his wife, Linda. 
Simmons is fine. The Cowboys should 
be O.K. as well, though nobody will be 
surprised. But that’s fine, too, since OSU 
has 16 starters returning and a schedule 
of Tulsa, Mississippi State, and South- 
western Louisiana that should allow them 
to get off to another quick start. 


Oklahoma 


Oklahoma State 


Start with quarterback Tony Lindsay, 
the league’s freshman of the year. He 
wowed opponents each week with his 
poise and late-game heroics. There is a 
pack of quarterbacks behind him push- 
ing hard, including sophomore Chris 
Chaloupka and incoming Parade All- 
America Matt Holliday from Stillwater. 

Lindsay’s weapons are everywhere. 
OSU returns its top five rushers, led by 
sophomore Jamaal Fobbs (846 yards) and 
junior Nathan Simmons (711), and five of 
its top six receivers, including Willie Gris- 
som and Sean Love. The Pokes return 
three starting linemen in tackle David 
Camacho, center Jeremy Offutt, and 
guard Adam Davis. The only hole to fill 
is a big one: All-America tight end Alon- 
zo Mayes. Junior Garrett Steggs filled in 
when Mayes was injured the final four 
games of 1997. 

The Pokes return eight defensive 
regulars, including a linebacking corps 
that could be among the best in the 
league. It is led by juniors Kenyatta 
Wright and Raymond Cato. Simmons 
also must rebuild his secondary, which 
lost a pair of all-Big 12 corners in R.W. 
McQuarters and Kevin Williams. 

OSU's young guns keep reloading, 
and they could mount a challenge to 
Texas and Texas A&M in the division. 


OKLAHOMA 


s that Thomas Lott or Jamelle 

Holieway back at Oklahoma? No, it’s 

Brandon Daniels. Yes, the Sooners are 
running the option full-time once more. 
And optimism, strangely enough for a 
program that has lost 20 of its last 29 
games, is abundant again in Norman. 

Coach John Blake hopes the new 
option will jump-start this dormant pow- 
er and perhaps save his job. The early 
returns are positive. Daniels, a former 
Oklahoma high school player of the year 
from Ada, was moved to quarterback 
after struggling at receiver and defensive 
back. He opened eyes all spring, rushing 
31 times for 497 yards in four scrim- 
mages. The coaches feel the junior is a 
natural at the option. 

Daniels and the option may transform 
senior tailback DéMond Parker into a 
national name. Parker, who has rushed for 
2,327 yards in two seasons on mediocre 
teams, has explosive talents. How much 
success the Sooners’ option has will 
depend on the quick maturity of its line, 
which starts five sophomores. 

The Sooners also have to stop some- 
body on defense, which ranked eighth in 
the league. Blake is shaking that side up, 
too, with a switch to the 46 defense and 
the hiring of Rex Ryan as coordinator. 
Ryan is the son of former NFL defensive 
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wizard Buddy Ryan (who developed the 
46 in Chicago) and the brother of Rob 
Ryan, the defensive coordinator at Okla- 
homa State, which successfully switched 
to the 46 last fall. Rex spent much of the 
spring moving players around. But he 
has a base to work with in senior tackle 
Kelly Gregg, a second-team all-Big 12 
pick, and an experienced secondary, led 
by free safety Terry White. 


he Zebbie Lethridge era is over. For 

the first time in four years, the Red 

Raiders will have a new quarter- 
back, junior Rob Peters, who played mop- 
up in 11 games last season. Linemen Chris 
Whitney, Jay Pugh, and Jayson Hansen, 
who started a combined 61 games the last 
three seasons, are also gone. Oh, yes, and 
the Red Raiders are on self-imposed pro- 
bation from postseason play. Is there hope 
in Lubbock? 

Yes. It comes in the form of Ricky 
Williams—the other Ricky Williams— 
and Donnie Hart. Williams, a 5-7, 182- 
pound I-back, replaced Byron Hanspard 
a year ago with an eye-opening 894 
yards, breaking Hanspard’s freshman 
school record. He even outrushed Texas's 
Ricky Williams (131-80) in their head-to- 
head meeting. Hart should give Peters a 
comfortable target if he can get back to 
his all-Big 12 form after missing several 
games with a hamstring injury. Sopho- 
more fullback Jonathan Hawkins and 
sophomore tackle Jonathan Gray provide 
further hope for the future. 

Coach Spike Dykes’s “swarm” 
defense surrendered a league-low 121 
points vs. Big 12 foes and was responsible 
for the Raiders leading the nation in 
turnover margin (+52) in the last five 
years. The unit returns five starters, includ- 
ing senior All-America candidate Montae 
Reagor (10.5 sacks) at end. Reagor will 
have opponents running to the other side, 
where junior Taurus Rucker will be wait- 
ing. The Red Raiders hope junior weak- 
side linebacker Kevin McCullar is ready 
to move into the league’s upper echelon. 

The Red Raiders are young. If they 
mature this year, look for them to ruin 
somebody’s postseason plans, since they 
can’t go bowling themselves. 


3 BAYLOR 


fter a 2-9 record in his first year, 
Baylor coach Dave Roberts is look- 
ing for something positive to hap- 
pen. He didn’t exactly get it this spring, 
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when Roberts indefinitely suspended 
four players, including tailbacks Dexter 
Ford and Elijah Burkins and fullback 
Robert Jackson. 

What Roberts needs is for a quarter- 
back, preferably redshirt sophomore 
Odell James, to step up. James, one of 


three candidates to replace Jeff Watson, 
won the starting job in the spring. A high- 
ly touted big-play option quarterback in 
high school, James may have to rely more 
on the passing game early on. 

Not only are the Bears replacing run- 
ning back Jerod Douglas, one of their all- 
time greats, but they had expected Ford, 
Burkins, and Jackson to play significant 
roles. If they do not return, the running 
game will be on the shoulders of sopho- 
more Darrell Bush, who ran for a fresh- 
man school record 693 yards. Senior 
wideout Derrius Thompson led the Bears 
with 32 catches for 420 yards. 

Roberts will look for reinforcements 
and position changes to shore up his 
offensive line and defense. Competing 
for jobs in spring drills were offensive 
linemen Mike Love and Scott Childress 
and linebacker Andre Taylor. Former 
linebacker Don Arroyo is the starting 
tight end. Junior safety Rodney Smith 
and sophomore linebacker Kris Micheaux 
head a defense that will be under the gun 
again this season. 

The Bears’ nonconference schedule 
includes Oregon State, North Carolina 
State, and Notre Dame along with North 
Division games against Colorado and 
Kansas State. a

The Vols will be 
confident, notwithstanding the departure 
of Manning, especially after earning their 
first berth in the SEC championship game. 

That swings the focus to the defense, 
where five starters return, including line- 
backer and all-SEC prospect Al Wilson. 
Yet Wilson can’t be blamed if he feels 
lonely. Gone are defensive teammates 
Leonard Little, Terry Fair, Tori Noel, 
Jonathan Brown, and Cory Gaines. 
Raynoch Thompson is back at linebacker 
and Dwayne Goodrich should be a 
standout in the secondary. Tackle Ron 
Green rejoins them. 

Tennessee, which hasn’t shied away 
from tough nonconference foes in recent 
seasons, opens at Syracuse, followed by 
an off week and then a home game vs. 
Florida. After Houston visits, the Vols 
meet Auburn, Georgia, and Alabama. 

This could be the Vols’ season again 
if the defense develops quickly and Mar- 
tin fits the offense like a Tee. 


KENTUCKY 


arely has there been such a swell of 
support for a team that produced a 
5-6 record (2-6 in SEC), but that 
was the case last season at Kentucky. The 
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Couch and coach Hal Mumme’s pass- 
pass-pass offense. Of course, it comes 
from a school that has had trouble win- 
ning football games in recent seasons. 
That may be changing. If Mumme 
can assemble a defense that can at least 
slow down the scoring pace of opponents, 
then the Wildcats have a chance to 
improve on the 5-6 mark. The marriage 
of Couch’s talents and Mumme’s offen- 
sive schemes was one made in Big Blue 
Heaven. Couch passed for 3,884 yards 
and 37 touchdowns. Craig Yeast became 
a bonafide threat at wide receiver (73 
catches, 873 yards, 10 TDs). Senior Lance 
Mickelsen starts opposite Yeast, but junior 
backup Jimmy Robinson led all receivers 
with 19 catches in the spring scrimmages. 
The Cats beat Alabama in overtime, 
weaved their way past a strong Vander- 
bilt defense, and continued to win their 
nonconference games (3-0). Yet a rush- 
ing attack that produced just eight touch- 
downs and a line that sometimes didn’t 
allow Couch much time must improve if 
Kentucky's record is to improve. It won't 
hurt that nine starters are back on offense, 
including four linemen (led by Kris Com- 


fervor was created by quarterback Tim 
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stock) and tight end Jimmy Haley. 

The defense is the area of greatest 
concern. Freshmen have a chance to con- 
tribute immediately. Some experienced 
help will also be available, including line- 
backers Jeff Snedegar and Marlon 
McCree, free safety Willie Gary, and tack- 
les Mark Jacobs and Marvin Major. 

The Cats begin with three straight 
nonconference games (Louisville, Eastern 
Kentucky, and Indiana) before league play, 
which begins in Gainesville and ends in 
Knoxville. In between, there’s a trip to LSU 
and a home game against Georgia. 

Defense will determine how good 
Kentucky is, or if the Cats are simply a 
passing fancy. 


o the Bulldogs still have plenty of 
bite? That's the question being asked 
as Georgia prepares for the ‘98 sea- 
son. Gone are several key players, includ- 
ing tailback Robert Edwards, quarterback 
Mike Bobo, all-everything Hines Ward, 
and linebackers Greg Bright and Brandon 
Tolbert.

The line features tackles Chris 
Perry and All-America candidate Matt 
Stinchcomb, who will be joined by his 
brother, Parade All-America Jon Stinch- 
comb, this fall. Tight end Larry Brown 
also helps. 

Defensively, the secondary is the 
Dawgs’ strength, with Champ Bailey and 
Kirby Smart leading the way. The line has 
depth, but linebacker is a huge concern. 
The greater concern, however, is injuries. 
Georgia was plagued throughout spring 
drills with physical woes. The Dawgs will 
depend on several incoming freshmen to 
play roles this season. The key for suc- 
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cess will be how quickly the players mesh 
once all parties—the new and the recov- 
ering—are together. 

The schedule finds some tough spots, 
with games against LSU, Tennessee, Flori- 
da, Auburn, Ole Miss, and Georgia Tech.

t's Year 5 for Brad Scott, and the 
Gamecock faithful are getting a bit 
restless. South Carolina was 5-6 (3-5 

in SEC) last fall. Better marks are expect- 

ed. That may be tough, but Scott is mak- 
ing some changes and hoping the health 
of his team improves. 

New offensive coordinator Chuck 
Reedy has switched the Gamecocks from 
the one-back, shotgun sets of a year ago 
to a more traditional I-formation, power- 
running attack. Anthony Wright is expect- 
ed to direct that offense, but he is still 
recovering from knee surgery. What's 
more, backups Vic Penn and Phil Petty 
were also injured this spring: Penn suf- 
fered a fractured clavicle and Petty a 
severely sprained ankle. That left two 
walk-ons, Kevin Sides and Kyle Crabb, 
getting all the snaps the final two weeks 
of spring practice. 

Running back Troy Hambrick should 
be more effective in the new alignment, 
but there will be several new faces up 
front. The line lacks depth. All-SEC pick 
Jamar Nesbit may move from tackle to 
center. Andray Spearman rejoins him. 
Receivers Zola Davis and Jermale Kelly 
and running back Boo Williams offer help. 

Defensively, Arturo Freeman is the 
leader at free safety. Unfortunately for the 
Gamecocks (or fortunately, considering 
the consequences if he had not been back 
there), Freeman has been South Caroli- 
na’s leading tackler the past two seasons. 
That goes against the aim of a defense 
designed to create opportunities for the 
linebackers. Five regulars are back, 
including linebacker Corey Atkins. 

The Gamecocks begin the season 
with four consecutive home games (Ball 
State, Georgia, Marshall, and Mississip- 
pi State), but their final three games are 
against Tennessee, Florida, and Clemson, 
with the latter two on the road. There is 
much work to do for South Carolina to 
make a charge. 


onsider this: The Commodores were 
one of the most respected defenses in 
the country last season, led by line- 
backer Jamie Duncan and back Corey 


Georgia 


Chavous. Now consider this: Vandy’s 
offense has rarely been considered a threat, 
including last season, when it produced 
just 275 yards a game and only 16 touch- 
downs. Further consideration: Duncan 
and Chavous are in the NFL, although 
head coach and defensive expert Woody 
Widenhofer remains. New offensive coor- 
dinator Steve Crosby is working to 
improve the Commodores’ passing game. 

What does it all mean? Probably 
more of the same for Vandy. The Com- 
modores were one of the country’s worst 
offensive teams a year ago. It would take 
a drastic change to improve their SEC 
standing (0-8) and overall record (3-8). 

Linebacker Jamie Winborn is back 
on defense, along with cornerback Fred 
Vinson, who was overshadowed last fall 
by Chavous. Damien Charley saw con- 
siderable action in the secondary and on 
special teams. Jimmy Williams, an all- 
SEC freshman selection as a tailback, will 
do some double duty in the offensive 
and defensive backfields. 

Redshirt receiver Adam Ditto could 
be the main target. Junior Hi Lewis leads 
the way at quarterback, although the 
starter may be one of three incoming 
freshmen: Sean O'Connor, Justin Purkey, 
and David Wallace. 

The schedule features road trips to 
Mississippi State, Alabama, Georgia, and 
Kentucky, with Florida, Tennessee, and 
Ole Miss visiting Nashville. 

Last season, Widenhofer preached 
the virtues of having fun, what was 
termed “Woody Ball.” This year, fun may 
be defined by winning a game against 
an SEC opponent. 
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erb Tyler’s passing has improved, 
He no one may notice. That's 

because the Tigers have perhaps 
the best running backs in the country, led 
by senior Kevin Faulk and featuring 
juniors Cecil “The Diesel” Collins and 
Rondell Mealey, senior Kendall Cleve- 
land, and redshirt freshman LaVar John- 
son. With all that talent and 17 returning 
regulars, LSU is in a rush to get started 
with the ‘98 season. 

LSU plans to make use of Faulk (and 
a couple of others) in a variety of ways, 
having backs go in motion and using 
them as receivers. That will create prob- 
lems for defenses. And, yes, the backs 
will run with the ball, too. A solid rush- 
ing attack, Tyler’s improved passing 
game, and the return of receivers Larry 
Foster and Abram Booty and four line- 
men make the Tigers, who shared the 
West Division crown with Auburn last 
fall, a threat for an outright SEC title this 
season. Many believe it will be theirs. 

On defense, LSU features Anthony 
McFarland on the line, Charles Smith 
and Joe Wesley at linebacker, and Mark 
Roman, Chris Beard, and Chris Cum- 
mings in the secondary. McFarland has 
lost 20 pounds, making him a more effec- 
tive (and quicker) pass rusher for new 
defensive coordinator Lou Tepper, who 
has installed a 3-4 scheme. 

So what's new? Well, a backup quar- 
terback must be found, and the search 
has centered on redshirt freshmen 
Rohan Davey and Craig Nall. LSU is 
also on the lookout for a place-kicker. 
Starting tight end Joe Domingeaux suf- 
fered a knee injury this spring and will 
not play this season. 

What's the same? LSU still must 
deal with Auburn, Alabama, and Ole 
Miss in chasing the West crown. The 
schedule is tough. Auburn falls between 
Arkansas State and Idaho, but then it’s 
Georgia, Florida, and Kentucky, fol- 
lowed by Mississippi State, Ole Miss, 
Alabama, and Notre Dame before the 
finale against Arkansas. 

There are some talented freshmen on 
their way to Baton Rouge, but those 
already in place are talented enough to 
lead LSU to the West title. 
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Te Bowden has lost 25 pounds 


this spring—and lots of sleep 
thanks to off-the-field problems. On 
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the field, while Auburn is considered a 
West Division contender, there are some 
problems that must be addressed as well. 

Quarterback Dameyune Craig is 
gone, as are linebacker Takeo Spikes, 
place-kicker Jaret Holmes, offensive tack- 
le Victory Riley, fullback Fred Beasley, 
and tight end Tyrone Dillard. They will 
be difficult to replace, especially Craig, 
who meant so much to Auburn’s offense. 
Also missing are wide receiver Robert 
Baker (drug charges) and defensive back 
Martavious Houston (kicked off team for 
repeated rules violations).

Jimmy Brumbaugh has proved that 
he can play the defensive line, but he’s 
coming off knee surgery. Demontray 
Carter has the speed, quickness, and 
moves needed by a running back, but 
he’s prone to fumble. And who’s going 
to be the quarterback? With these ques- 
tions, why is Auburn a pick to chase the 
West title? Because the nucleus for a 
strong team returns (15 starters) and 
because the Tigers have displayed a ten- 
dency to perform better with their backs 
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Auburn 


to the wall. Receiver Karsten Bailey will 
be a key. The line features four returning 
regulars, led by tackle Jeno James. Defen- 
sively, Charles Dorsey, a load at nearly 
300 pounds, enjoyed a good spring, and 
safety Brad Ware is solid. 

Although it hasn’t been the type of 
spring Bowden would have preferred, 
he is hoping for a better fall. That could 
happen, but the Tigers must deal with a 
strong schedule that features Virginia in 
the opener, followed by Ole Miss, LSU, 
Tennessee, Mississippi State, and Flori- 
da. After Louisiana Tech, Arkansas, and 
Cenral Florida, Auburn ends the year 
against Georgia and Alabama. 


Rebels’ offense of a year ago: 3,529 
yards from two players, quarter- 

back Stewart Patridge (2,667 yards in the 
air) and running back John Avery (862 
yards on the ground). Yet just as he fig- 
ured out the riddle of recruiting with a 
limited number of scholarships during 
Ole Miss’s NCAA sanctions, head coach 
Tommy Tuberville has some answers: 
quarterback Romaro Miller and running 
back Deuce McAllister. Toss in redshirt 
back Joe Gunn and the Rebs’ reworked 
offense should still have plenty of punch. 
Center Matt Luke is recovering from 
knee surgery but should be ready this

fall. Tight end Rufus French (the leading 
receiver), tackle Todd Wade, guard Ter- 
rence Metcalf, and wideout Cory Peter- 
son add experience to an offense that fea- 
tures six returning starters. 

Ole Miss also comes back with some- 
thing else: confidence. That was supplied 
by last year’s 84 record (including a vic- 
tory over LSU and a Motor City Bowl vic- 
tory over Marshall and Randy Moss). The 
defense is expected to be just as testy as 


in recent seasons. Tackle Derrick Burgess, 
who sat out spring drills after a knee 
injury, earned Freshman All-America 
honors. He rejoins Michael Boone up 
front. Ronnie Heard, Timothy Strickland, 
and Gary Thigpen return in the sec- 
ondary. The greatest loss in the past year 
comes at linebacker, where all three reg- 
ulars are gone, meaning some inexperi- 
enced players must step up. 

Perhaps the key returnee is Tuberville, 
who was a candidate at a couple of 
schools, especially Arkansas, but decided 
to remain with the Rebels. 

The schedule is kind to the Rebels, 
who generally have time off between 
key games, with the exception of the 
final two games against Georgia and 
Mississippi State. 


coach (Mike Dubose), two senior 

quarterbacks (Freddie Kitchens and 
Lance Tucker), and three talented running 
backs (Dennis Riddle, Curtis Alexander, 
and Shaun Alexander). Dubose returns, 
but Kitchens and Tucker are gone, leaving 
the Tide desperately searching for an effec- 
tive starting quarterback.

The bright spot shows up this fall, when 
Dubose’s recruiting class arrives, bring- 
ing with it not just the hope of a brighter 
future, but hope for a brighter present as 
well. The class includes Tyler Watts, the 
player many expect will unseat Andrew 
Zow or John David Phillips for the start- 
ing quarterback role before the end of the 
season. It also includes defensive line- 
man Mario Monds, safety Miguel Mer- 
ritt, wide receiver Freddie Milons, and 
end / linebacker Canary Knight. 

New offensive coordinator Neil Call- 
away knows the Crimson Tide must be 
more productive and less predictable 
and he'll look to new quarterbacks coach 
Charlie Stubbs for help in that area. 
Stubbs will have to find the right person 
to direct the offense. 

The next problem—Callaway’s prob- 
lem as offensive line coach—is to find pro- 
tection for whomever gets the job. Chris 
Samuels and Paul Hogan are the only 
returning starters. The receiving corps 
should be better, perhaps even featuring 
an occasional visit from defensive back 
Fernando Bryant, who has expressed an 
interest in playing offense and defense. 

Defensively, Bryant leads the way 
and is joined by sophomore linebacker 
Travis Carroll. Kenny Smith, Chris Hood, 
and Chris Horne add to Bama’s stength 
on the unit. Again, incoming players have 
a chance to earn meaningful playing time. 

Alabama opens against BYU and will 
also face Florida, Ole Miss, Tennessee, 
Southern Miss, LSU, and Auburn. The 
Tide needs contributions from its new- 
comers if it is to improve. 


ississippi State has been erratic 
the past few seasons. There have 

been plenty of talented players on 
the roster, yet the record hasn’t always 
reflected that. The Dogs were 7-4 over- 
all last year (44 in SEC), their first win- 
ning mark since 1994. 

This is another mystery team with 
another mystery future. With seven 
starters back on offense but only four on 
defense, there are questions to be 
answered. Matt Wyatt is expected to start 
at quarterback, but he’s been inconsis- 
tent and is being pushed by redshirt 
freshman Wayne Madkin. James John- 
son is a fine power runner and most of 
the Dogs’ line will be back to help create 
running room for him. The group of 
wide receivers is also experienced. 
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The story is different on defense, 
where every starter on the line is gone. 
Yet that may be misleading because 
MSU's second-team front saw extensive 
playing time a year ago. The kicking 
game is solid with the return of punter 
Jeff Walker and Brian Hazelwood. 

Looking for immediate help, coach 
Jackie Sherrill once again turned to the 
quick fix by signing five junior college 
players, three of whom enrolled in school 
early enough to take part in spring drills. 
Defensive tackle Alvin McKinley is expect- 
ed to play a key role. 

That brings us to the schedule, 
which features six road games, includ- 
ing three in a row (Memphis, Oklahoma 
State, and South Carolina) following a 
season-opening home game against Van- 
derbilt. Also on tap: Auburn, LSU, Ken- 
tucky, Alabama, and Ole Miss. 


S ixth place in the West seems an 
unlikely place for a team with 20 
returning starters, yet that could be 
the Razorbacks’ fate. 

New coach Houston Nutt has 
switched the offense to a basic I-formation 
and will lean more toward the run than 
the pass preferred by last season's 4~7 (2-6 
in SEC) team.

2,300 yards last season, a school record, 
but he isn’t a lock for the starting job this 
year because of the new focus. Chadd 
Jones, Grant Sumner, and Jared McBride 
are in the hunt. Chrys Chukwuma is back, 
and the line, led by Brandon Burlsworth, 
is solid. Nutt may have the services of 
running back Madre Hill, who because of 
knee surgeries has not played since the 
1995 SEC championship game. Marvin 
Caston may move from linebacker to full- 
back to aid the running attack. 

Nutt will have the services of defen- 
sive players C.J. McLain and Bryan Smith, 
who were tossed off the team by Ford but 
welcomed back after a vote by senior 
players. A new eight-man front has been 
installed to put immediate pressure on 
opponents. Nose guard Melvin Bradley 
is now a tackle. It’s all part of the plan, 
mixing some new with the not-so-old. Zac 
Painter, Quenton Caver, and Bradley lead 
the way ona unit that finished 10th in the 
SEC in total defense a year ago. 

The schedule also has its positives 
and negatives. The Razorbacks begin with 
four consecutive home games (South- 
western Louisiana, SMU, Alabama, and 
Kentucky), but five of the next six are on 
the road, including visits to Auburn, Ten- 
nessee, and Mississippi State. The final 
game of the year comes against LSU. @ 
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Colorado State remains the class 
of the troubled conference.

The Rams enter the season having won nine 
games in a row, but they still have payback due to in- 
state rivals. Their two losses came at the 
hands of Colorado and Air Force. 
is believes in a strong defense. Fish- 
er DeBerry’s troops won their first sev- 
en games and posted an impressive 10-3 
record thanks primarily to the WAC’s 
toughest defense. The Falcons gave up just 
12.4 points per game and led the league in 
total defense and scoring defense. They 
even shut out eventual league champion 
Colorado State and allowed a grand total 
of seven points to rivals Army and Navy. 
Unfortunately for DeBerry, just four 
defensive starters are back from the team 
that brought the Commander-in-Chief’s 
Trophy back to Air Force. Tim Curry, a 
senior cornerback who picked off five 
passes last year, is one of the top returnees. 
Curry scored three touchdowns and blocked five 


kicks last fall. Lineman Bryce Fisher, who had 63 tack- 
les, is back for his senior year.

back Jemal Singleton (429). The Falcons’ 
top wide receivers, Dylan Newman and 
Matt Farmer, also return. 


life into the Rice football program. 

The logical next step would be get- 
ting the Owls to a bowl game. Rice is 
coming off consecutive 7-4 records— 
their best back-to-back years since 
1960-61. Fans in Houston seem to be tak- 
ing notice. Last season saw the best aver- 
age home attendance (35,509) since 1972. 

The Owls had the No. 2 rushing attack 
in the nation a year ago, averaging 332.7 
yards per game. Star quarterback Chad 
Nelson is gone, but with running back 
Michael Perry returning, the Owls should 
remain potent. Perry led the league in 
rushing (1,034 yards) and all-purpose 
yards (1,784). Rice also returns guard 
Charles Torello, who averaged four pan- 
cake blocks per game. Junior quarterback 
Jeremy Bates, Nelson's understudy, ran 
for 121 yards in limited action. 

Rice returns nine regulars on the 
defensive side. Hatfield is hoping the 
experience translates into better results, 
however. The Owls were in the bottom 
half of the WAC in scoring defense, giv- 
ing up an average of nearly 26 points per 
game. Senior LaDouphyous McCalla is 
a big-play cornerback. He was named 
WAC player of the week three times last 
fall, twice for making game-saving inter- 
ceptions and once for returning a punt 
84 yards for a touchdown. Senior line- 
backer Rashad Reynolds is the team’s 
leading tackler.

econd-year coach Dana Dimel has 
high hopes for the Cowboys, who 
return their top rusher, passer, receiv- 
er, and tackler from last year’s 7-6 team. 
Dimel, an ex-quarterback, is especially 
excited to see what sophomore quarter- 
back Jay Stoner has in store. Stoner passed 
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for 1,890 yards last fall, but he had more 
interceptions (10) that TD passes (8). Still, 
Dimel believes Stoner is as good as any 
quarterback in the league. 

Stoner’s primary receiver should 
again be Wendell Montgomery, who 
caught 58 passes for 905 yards. Senior 
Marques Brigham, who rushed for a 
team-best 696 yards, is also back. The 
Cowboys’ second-leading rusher, Mike 
Jenkins, will not return, however. He 
transferred to Arkansas. The offensive 
line should be a strength, led by guard 
Jeff Smith, who some say is the fiercest 
lineman at Wyoming since Conrad 
Dobler. The Cowboys will need to cut 
down on their offensive mistakes if they 
hope to contend for a league title. They 
turned the ball over 35 times (19 fumbles, 
16 interceptions). 

Linebacker Brian Brown is the team 
leader on the defensive side. He had 136 
tackles and has started 25 consecutive 
games for the Cowboys. Junior corner- 
back Robbie Duncan is a star in the mak- 
ing, while sophomore nose guard Jeff 
Boyle has bulked up 30 pounds. 

The Cowboys also have one of the 
nation’s top punters in Aron Langley. He 
averaged 45.2 yards per boot, fifth-best 
in the country.

L year the Mustangs posted their 


first winning record (6-5) since 

1986—the last season before an 
NCAA death-penalty. With eight offen- 
sive starters returning, SMU coach Mike 
Cavan is looking for an even better fin- 
ish in 1998. 

The Mustangs like to run the ball, 
and toward that end they have Kelsey 
Adams as a go-to guy. Adams had a bril- 
liant half-season, rushing for 660 yards

One of Denton’s top targets remains 
Damon Williams, the Rebels’ career 
leader with 156 catches in three years.

The Rebels feel they will have some 
depth in the trenches. When Horton took 
over the program in 1994, he had only 55 
players on scholarship, and most of those 
were seniors. The Rebels now have over

he Golden Hurricane should be 
Tires defensively this year— 

which isn’t saying much. Tulsa was 
last in the nation against the run and next 
to last in total defense. They were also 
last in the WAC in pass defense and scor- 
ing defense. They gave up nearly 39 
points per game. 

So coach Dave Radar went the junior 
college route to bulk up the unit. Two of 
the transfers, end Andy Taylor and free 
safety Gavin Engle, practiced in the 
spring and are already at the top of the 
depth chart. Seven more JC defenders 
will show up in the fall. Meanwhile, the 
three freshmen (Ashon Farley, Phillip 
Abode, and Leon Walker) who started at 
linebacker last year have some experi- 
ence under their belts. 

Tulsa’s offense should be potent. 
There is plenty of talent in the skill posi- 
tions. The Hurricane had a 2,000-yard 
passer (John Fitzgerald), a 1,000-yard 
receiver (Damon Savage), and a 1,000- 
yard rusher (Charlie Higgins) last fall. 
All three are back. Fitzgerald, a senior, 
completed 54.3 percent of his passes and 
was third in the WAC in total offense. He 
threw only nine touchdown passes with 
13 interceptions, however. Savage, a 
junior, caught 66 passes for 1,084 yards 
with six scores, averaging 98.5 yards per 
game. Higgins, a junior, averaged 5.2 
yards per carry in racking up 1,043 yards. 
Senior tailback Reggie Williams, who led 
the team in rushing as a freshman and 
sophomore, is back, as is receiver Wes 
Caswell, a 1996 all-WAC player who sat 
out last season with a knee injury.

Damon Savage, Tulsa 
its first bowl game in more than three 
decades, has his work cut out for him in 
his first year with the Horned Frogs. 
TCU was 0-10 overall and 0-7 in the 
WAC before upsetting SMU in the sea- 
son finale in 1997, It took Franchione six 
years to mold the Lobos into a WAC divi- 
sion champion, and it may be an equal- 
ly time-consuming process in Fort 
Worth. The Frogs ranked last in the WAC 
in total offense last fall. 

Junior Patrick Batteaux was TCU’s 
top receiver, with 27 catches for 396 
yards. This year, however, he’s the 
favorite to be the one throwing, not 
receiving, the passes. Batteaux, a high 
school quarterback and a member of Bil- 
ly Tubbs’s Mountain Division basketball 
team, has been moved to quarterback. 
He started the spring at No. 4 on the 
depth chart, but quickly moved up to the 
top spot by the end of spring drills. Fran- 
chione likes to throw the ball, but he also 
uses the option on occasion. Jeff Dover 
and Derek Canine, who split time at 
quarterback last season, don’t have the 
running ability Batteaux has. 

Basil Mitchell and LaDainian Tom- 
linson, who combined to run for 1,257 
yards and nine scores, are back. The 
Frogs have a double threat in Royce 
Huffman, who not only punts the ball 
but is also the team’s punt returner.

He is healthy 
and should be ready to join the elite group 
of star QBs that Edwards has had during 
his 26-year reign. Sophomore Drew Miller 
could push for playing time. The line fea- 
tures all-WAC tackle John Tait (6-7, 305) 
and Joe Hau’ oli Wong (6-6, 310), who will 
move from guard to tackle. Margin Hooks 
and Aaron Roderick are the top receivers. 

The defense returns eight regulars, 
led by linebackers Brad Martin and Rob 
Morris. The line of Ed Kehl, Daren 
Yancey, Issiah Magalei, and Byron Frisch 
is back intact. 

The Cougars’ non-league schedule 
may be their most ambitious ever.

t Notre Dame, they file seasons under two cat- 

egories: national championships and disap- 

pointments. There are a few reasons to think 
Bob Davie’s second year as coach will be anything 
but disappointing—unless fleet new quarterback 
Jarious Jackson can live up to comparisons with Tony 
Rice, who led the Irish to No. 1 a decade ago. 

With dependable tailback Autry Denson and 
wideouts Malcolm Johnson and Bobby Brown (the 
most prolific receiving tandem in school history), Jack- 
son wort have to do it alone. But he will need a more 
creative scheme by offensive coordinator Jim Collet- 
to, who took heat last year for a plodding attack. 

The defense is strongest at linebacker, with All- 
America candidate Kory Minor. Watch for freshman 
Carlos Pierre-Antoine. Senior strong safety Benny 
Guilbeaux has led the team in interceptions in each 
of the last two seasons. But Notre Dame needs to be 
tougher up front, where opponents romped for 185 
yards a game on the ground. 

Davie’s honeymoon lasted precisely one week, 
until Notre Dame lost to Purdue in his second game. 
By the time the Fighting Irish won again, it was Octo- 
ber 11. But Davie guided them to six victories in the 
last seven weeks, a spurt that led to a berth (and a 
humiliating loss to LSU) in the Independence Bowl. 

The strong finish only served to raise expectations 
for 1998, Unfortunately, the talent level isn’t nearly as 
high as those expectations. Notre Dame had its poor- 
est showing in the NFL draft in years, a testament to 
the thin roster Davie inherited from Lou Holtz.

espite off-season upheaval that saw the resig- 
nation of coach Gene McDowell and the pro- 
motion of offensive coordinator Mike Kruczek 
as interim coach, Central Florida returns the nucle- 
us of a team capable of its first winning record since 
moving to Division I-A three years ago. 
Quarterback Daunte Culpepper, who seemed 
poised to leap to the NFL after a record-breaking 
junior season, is among 10 offensive starters back. 
His 15 school records and more than 3,000 yards 
passing last fall came against some topnotch com- 
petition. He passed for 318 yards in nearly upsetting 
Nebraska at Lincoln. Joe Namath called Culpepper’s 
footwork “the best I’ve seen since [Dan] Marino.” 
Culpepper will have lots of help, and with an 
easier schedule this fall, the Golden Knights are even 
thinking about a bowl bid.

A year ago the Eagles were the top offensive 
team in the country, averaging 505 yards a game.

Griffin Garske, who completed 64.4 percent of his 
passes for 477 yards in limited duty as a 
backup to Harry Leons, could step in at 
quarterback. If Garske can’t get the job 
done, the Eagles could go with Lance 
Hattemer, a transfer from Walla Walla 
Community College. 

Tackle Lance Knaevelsrud anchors 
the offensive line and Tyson Knaevelsrud 
is one of the league’s top tight ends. 
Sophomore cornerback Ole Olesen was 
honorable mention all-conference.

he Lumberjacks, after a playoff appearance in 
T= had huge expectations last season that 
went unfulfilled. They were a disappointing 

44 in the Big Sky and 6-5 overall. Even with a new 
coach—Jerome Souers replaces Steve Axman—and 
anew system, NAU should increase those win totals. 
Quarterback Travis Brown had an incredible 
freshman year in 1996. Following the graduation of 
Walter Payton Award-winning running back Archie 
Amerson, Brown had a rougher go of it as a sopho- 
more. He still managed to throw for 3,395 yards, giv- 
ing him a two-year total of 6,793 (which broke Steve 
MeNair’s record for most career yards for a I-AA

he Bobcats posted a modest 6-5 
record last fall, 5-3 in the conference. 


It was the first time since joining I- 
AA that the Bobcats had put together 
back-to-back winning seasons. They 
could make it three in a row, but to do so 
coach Cliff Hysell will have to fill a lot of 
holes. He lost 12 starters. 

The best news is that Rob Compson 
is back. A two-year starter, Compson is 
the league’s top returning quarterback. 
He completed 60.7 percent of his passes 
last season. He has 32 touchdown passes 
for his career, including 22 a year ago. His 
TD total puts him in second place in 
school history. Tackle John Hausmann 
will anchor the line and try to keep Comp- 
son in one piece. Sophomore Lathian 
Tyler rushed for 415 yards as a freshman. 

The Bobcat defense will be led by 
first-team all-Big Sky tackle Ty O’Con- 
ner. Another defender to watch is line-

America honors for the Wildcats 
again this year, but the question is 
at what position. Not only is he an out- 
standing safety, but the do-it-all senior 
had 17 field goals (five more than any 
other kicker in the Big Sky—with a long 
of 51 yards), averaged 42.6 yards per 
punt, and was second in the league with 
seven interceptions, two of which he 
returned for scores. His 17 career inter- 
ceptions are already a school record. 
Long-time Wildcat coach Dave 
Arslanian took over at Utah State. Jer- 
ry Graybeal is the new head man at 
Weber State after 16 seasons as an assis- 
tant at Eastern Washington, including 
nine as the defensive coordinator. The 
Eagles were the top defensive team in 
the Big Sky last season under Graybeal. 
Quarterback Steve Buck returns for 
his senior season. He passed for 2,393 
yards and 15 scores last fall, but com- 
pleted just 49.8 percent. Derek Poole, 
who ran for 506 yards, also returns. 


Oi Shields will likely earn All- 
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bility. That doesn’t come by having 

three head coaches in three years. 
The Matadors, who finished 6-6 overall 
and 44 in the league, should again put 
up big offensive numbers. Last year they 
averaged 457 yards per game, including 
a whopping 358 through the air, which led 
the nation. They must find a replacement 
for quarterback Aaron Flowers, who com- 
pleted 63 percent of his passes. The lead- 
ing candidate is junior Josh Fiske, who 
threw for 979 yards and five touchdowns 
while completing 60 percent as a backup. 

Among the 14 returning starters for 
new coach Ron Ponciano are receivers 
Aaron Arnold (58 catches for 855 yards) 
and Mike Ogas (43-669). Leading rush- 
er Marcus Harvey also returns. 

While the Matadors were prolific 
offensively, they will need to improve 
defensively to move to the top half of the 
Big Sky standings. Northridge was sev- 
enth in the conference in total defense.

The 
Vikings also have starting quarterback 
Jimmy Blanchard returning for his sopho- 
more year. He threw for 1,185 yards. 

Eight defensive regulars are back, 
including end Charles Gilmore, line- 
backer Tom Matijacic, and cornerback 
Hassan Probherbs. All three were sec- 
ond-team all-conference selections. 


om Walsh is back for his second sea- 
T= as coach of the Bengals. In his 

first year ISU went 3-8 overall and 
2-6 in the Big Sky. The Bengals return 18 
starters, but that doesn’t mean they will 
necessarily get their starting jobs back. 
Among the large class of signees during 
the off-season are 12 transfers from junior 
colleges or other four-year schools.

He 
needs just 413 yards this season to vault 
into third place. Sophomore quarterback 
Seth Burford threw for 690 yards. Rejoin- 
ing him are senior Kennedy Nkeyasen 
(619 yards) and junior fullback Anthony 
Elgaaen (584). 

Six regulars return from a defense 
that surrendered 433 yards and 32.4 
points per game. 


t’s not a good sign when your top 
Jose is your punter. But that was 

the case for the Hornets last fall. Steve 
Thorns, who returns for his senior year, 
was the only Sacramento State player to 
be named to the all-Big Sky team. He led 
the league with a 44-yard average, which 
placed him fifth in the nation. 

The Hornets were 1-10 overall and 
1-7 in the Big Sky. It’s easy to see why: 
They were the most generous defense in 
the league, giving up more than 500 
yards and 37 points a game. One bright 
spot was outside linebacker Ryland 
Wickman, who set a school record with 
154 tackles. He'll be back for his senior 
campaign. The defense will have to be 
much improved for Sac State to get out 
of the Big Sky basement. 

The Hornets also return their top 
quarterback, AJ. Bernhardt (1,876 yards 
passing) and top rusher, Charles Roberts

The 5-11, 195-pound Stecker had 
played a lot his first two years at Wisconsin after red- 
shirting in ‘94, but he left when Dayne became the 
main manasa freshman. It was a good move for Steck- 
er, who set 23 school and seven Gateway records, 
including 2,293 yards rushing and 27 touchdowns. 

The question for Leatherneck fans is whether 
Stecker can do it again.

“Mark brought this team to a com- 
petitive level in four years, but the job isn’t finished,” 
said Estes. “My job is to take the Brown football team 
to the next level—the Ivy League championship.” 

Brown returns junior receiver Sean Morey, the 
league’s player of the year after compiling 1,434 
receiving yards (the sixth-best total in NCAA I-AA 
history), and junior quarterback Sean Perry (2,868 
passing yards, 2,941 yards in total offense), who had 
six TD tosses in one game against Columbia. That's 
just the beginning. Also back are running back 
Michael Powell and seven players who started at 
least three games on the offensive line. 

The offense will have to buy time for a defense 
that returns five starters but will have to find a 
replacement (perhaps Jason Lucas) for Rocky Par- 
son, who led the nation with eight interceptions. 


he arrival of Duke transfer Matt Rader had the 
Quakers thinking title last season. Rader did 
1 not disappoint, throwing for 1,832 yards. He 
wasn’t enough, though. And it really didn’t matter 
since the Quakers were forced to forfeit five games 
after all-league defensive tackle Mitch Marrow was 
ruled ineligible. Rader will be back, but the Quakers 
will be undergoing renovations at other positions. 
Running back, however, is soild. Jim Finn, a 
throwback to the days of the two-way player, is com- 
ing off an 800-yard season in which he had six games 
of 100 yards or more and scored 11 touchdowns. 
Against Columbia, Finn rushed for one touchdown 
and returned an interception for another. Holy 
Chuck Bednarik! 
Rader should have ample catchers in Doug 
O'Neil, who caught 32 passes, and David Rogers, who 
had a promising freshman year.

both lines suffered devastating losses, 
including Marrow, the school’s all-time 
sack leader, and all-league offensive line- 
men Mike Soyster and Chris Riley. 


he Lions were not very good last 
T= winning only twice in the 

league and three games overall. 
Coach Ray Tellier thinks the performance 
was as much psychological as physical. 
“We were coming off our best season in 
51 years [8-2, 5-2 in the league],” he said. 
“Maybe some of the players thought 
good things would just happen for us, 
and didn’t work as hard.” 

Correcting that attitude and finding 
a quarterback are the top priorities this 
fall. Tellier had six players, including a 
JC transfer and two highly touted fresh- 
men, competing at quarterback in spring 
practice to replace two-year starter Bob- 
by Thomason. Whoever wins the job will 
have all-league tight end Bert Biondi as 
a target. Columbia will likely keep it con- 
servative on offense, banking on tailback 
Norman Hayes, John Toye, and Jason 
Bivens, who was the team’s leading rush- 
er in 1996 before being injured. 

One thing the defense has going for 
it is experience. End Rashaan Curry and 
tackle Jim Armstrong, as well as the 
entire starting linebacking unit of Jere- 
my Taylor, Paul Roland (the team’s lead- 
ing tackler), and Kevin Wright, return. 

“We took a step backward in our 
work ethic last year,” Tellier said. “This 
year, we are going back to the basics, to 
the things that brought us success.” 
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he Big Green have been a player in 
the Ivy League championship race in 


five of the six seasons John Lyons has 
been head coach. This year should be no 
different. Lyons, 44-15-1 since coming 
over after being an assistant with a dom- 
inating Penn program, is after a third 
league title. He figures to add to his record 
with a nucleus of talent that has been 
254-1 over the last three seasons. 

It won’t be easy. Dartmouth has to 
replace five all-star players, including 
three-time all-Ivy linebacker Zack Walz, 
who made the defense the stingiest in the 
league last fall. The Big Green’s 6-1 
league mark was the direct result of a 
defense that bailed the team out in 
fourth-quarter situations three times a 
year ago. Linebacking is the long suit of 
the defense, which features second-team 
all-Ivy performer Jon Gibbs. 

Dartmouth doesn’t appear to have 
the firepower to change things much this 
year. Searching for a consistent quarter- 
back is one of its main goals. Running 
the ball should be the game plan since 
the top four rushers, led by versatile 
senior Dylan Karczewski (541 yards, 23 
receptions for 313 yards, 6 TDs), are back. 


N coach Pete Mangurian, 42, fresh 


off five years as an assistant coach 

in the NFL, succeeds Jim Hofher, 
the most successful coach at Cornell in 
four decades. Mangurian has a difficult 
act to follow. He must replace almost the 
entire starting offensive line, plus the 
team’s top rusher, Brad Kiesendahl (513 
yards), and receiver, all-Ivy Eric Kraw- 
cezyk (14 school records). 

There are building blocks, headed by 
quaterback Mike Hood, who completed 
over 60 percent of his passes for 1,128 
yards and eight touchdowns last fall. The 
strongest position on the team may be 
linebacker, where senior John Hanson, a 
four-year starter and second-team all- 
league performer, and senior Jorge 
Alvarez, who had three interceptions to 
go with 84 tackles, return. 

The Big Red figures to get decent field 
position with punter Charles Waston, 
who was second-best in the league with 
a 40.76-yard average. Junior John 
McCombs made 11 of 15 field goals and 
30 of 31 extra points a year ago. 

Mangurian should find out about his 
team early when Cornell opens Prince- 
ton’s new stadium.

champs. He has time to accomplish his tasks since five 
league games fall at the end of the schedule. Three 
starters return in the secondary, the offensive line has 
been intact for three seasons, the skill positions are a 
go, overall team speed is improved, and the Red 
Raiders run deep at most positions. 

Colgate begins with Ryan Vena-to-Corey Hill. 
Now a junior, Vena has led Colgate to victory in 13 
of 18 games, including the championship meeting 
with Bucknell last November in which he passed for 
three touchdowns and ran for a fourth. He has 
thrown a TD pass in 17 consecutive games. For the 
season, Vena passed for 1,882 yards and 17 TDs. Hill 
was the league's leading receiver, with 69 catches and 
10 TDs. He’s caught a pass in 31 consecutive games. 

Guard Luke George and center Paul Clasby 
anchor a veteran line that thrives on run-blocking 
and, in general, manhandled its league foes. Colgate 
scored a total of 105 points on successive weekends 
against Lehigh and Lafayette, teams that figure to 
fight for third place this fall. Sophomore running 
back Ed Weiss should get more than 178 carries with 
the graduation of 1,000-yard teammate Daymon 
Smith. Tight end Ernie Quackenbush was a second- 
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team all-league selection. 

The defense and special teams also return a pair 
of second-team all-league players in tackle Neal 
Gomez and Erich Kutschke, who punted 42 times for 
a 39-yard average.

The defense should be better with the return 
of end Josh Antsey, a 1996 All-America who missed 
all but one quarter of '97 with a knee injury. Antsey, a 
graduate student in agronomy, received a medical red- 
shirt after recording 15 sacks in 1996.

The Lak- 
ers (9-2) tied for the Midwest Intercollegiate Foot- 
ball Conference title with Ashland. The losses were 
a 30-27 overtime setback at Saginaw Valley State and 
a 21-19 defeat at UC Davis. It doesn’t look like the 
Lakers will surrender their MIFC crown without a 
fight. Coach Brian Kelly has a total of 17 starters 
returning, including Harlon Hill candidate Jeff Fox 
at quarterback.

Ken Sparks’s team lost running back Tyrone 
Westmoreland, a Harlon Hill Trophy finalist, and 
three members of one of the nation’s best secondaries.

Bobby Wallace, who led 
the Lions to three national champi- 
onships, has moved on to Temple and 
long-time defensive coordinator Bill 
Hyde has taken over. Hyde, who logged 
17 years as an assistant at UNA, inherits 
a team that is loaded with talent after fin- 
ishing 9-3. The Lions lost to Carson-New- 
man in the first round of the playoffs but 
are missing just eight regulars. Hyde 
must rebuild the offensive line, but he has 
tailback Greg Manson (1,189 yards, 15 
TDs) to rely on. Defensive back Marcus 
Hill, an All-America candidate, had six 
interceptions. Corey Harris, another DB, 
had three interceptions in one game. 

TEXAS A&M-KINGSVILLE always seems 
to be in the hunt for a championship, and 
this season should be no different. The 
Javelinas lost only twice in 1997: at North 
Alabama and in the opening round of 
the playoffs to UC Davis. The early exit 
from the postseason may make the 
Javelinas even more dangerous than usu- 
al. But Ron Harms has some rebuilding 
to do. He must replace leading running 
back Norman Miller, quarterback Oktay 
Basci, wide receiver Stephen Norman, 
and linebacker and leading tackler Chris 
Hensley.

PITTSBURG STATE is another team that 
knows what it takes to win a national 
championship.

When the Gorillas can’t move the 
football, three-time All-America punter 
Brian Moorman usually bails them out. 

Northern Colorado has supplanted 
NORTH DAKOTA STATE as the premier team 
in the NCC, but the Bison are not far 
behind. NDSU beat the Bears 28-24 in 
Greeley, but exited the playoffs in the 
first round. Coach Bob Babich has 13 
starters returning but must find replace- 
ments for All-Americas Jake Morris (TB) 
and Sean Fredericks (LB). Quarterback 
Kevin Feeney made the transition from 
the option game to an I-formation with 
ease, throwing a school-record 16 touch- 
down passes and running for seven. If 
the Bison can survive another brutal 
NCC schedule, they should make it past 
the first round of the playoffs. 

ALBANY STATE (11-1) was supposed 
to be rebuilding last fall. Some rebuild- 
ing! All the team did was win 11 straight 
games, including the SIAC’s first-ever 
victory in the postseason, before bowing 
to Carson-Newman 23-22 in the quar- 
terfinals. The Rams shouldn’t have to 
worry on defense, where 10 regulars 
return. The best of a good bunch is tack- 
le Andre Slappey. Look for Albany State 
to win a sixth straight SIAC title. 

Recovering from the shellacking it 
received in the championship game 
may be a tough assignment at NEW 
HAVEN, but coach Tony Sparano is con- 
fident the Chargers will be fine. New 
Haven’s strength should be on defense, 
where backs Dennis Burney, Troy 
Appling, and Antwuan Dance com- 
bined for 13 interceptions in ‘97. Find- 
ing replacements for Harlon Hill Tro- 
phy finalist Cazzie Kosciolek at 
quarterback and 1,000-yard rusher Don 
Highsmith are the biggest concerns. 

NORTHWEST MISSOURI STATE won its 
first MIAA title last fall, and has made 
back-to-back quarterfinal playoff appear- 
ances. Now coach Mel Tjeerdsma thinks 
he has a team that can go even further. 
His optimism seems well-founded as 
All-America quarterback and Harlon 
Hill Trophy candidate Chris Griesen 
returns for his senior season. Griesen led 
the Bearcats to an MIAA scoring record, 
averaging 44 points per game. Included 
among the 12 victories was a 15-14 deci- 
sion over Pittsburg State, the first time 


Northwest Missouri beat the Gorillas. 

At MILLERSVILLE, coach Gene A. Car- 
penter needs only three victories to reach 
200 for his career, and the Marauders 
seem primed for a playoff run. Sean Scott 
caught 13 touchdown passes in his fresh- 
man season, a stat that is believed to be 
an NCAA all-division record. Mike 
McFetridge has consecutive 70-catch sea- 
sons, a sure sign that the Marauders will 
score some points. Defensively, 10 starters 
are back on a team that won seven games. 

SLIPPERY ROCK came from nowhere to 
earn a postseason berth. Sophomore 
quarterback Rick McKavish had 2,558 
yards in total offense. The Rock also has 
1,000-yard rushers Rick Magulick and 
Stan Kennedy. On defense, All-America 
nose tackle Matt Kinsinger recorded 12 
sacks and 26 tackles for loss. 

WESTERN STATE beat Northern Col- 
orado early in the season, won the Rocky 
Mountain Conference title, and had a 
short visit to the playoffs, losing to 
Angelo State in the first round. The good 
news for the Mountaineers is that 10 reg- 
ulars return on an offense that scored 
over 40 points four times. Eric Hannah 
threw 22 touchdown passes, including 
nine to Joe Weubben, and both are back 
for their senior year. 

Much like Slippery Rock in the PSAC, 
SOUTHERN ARKANSAS shocked the Gulf 
South Conference on the way to a 9-2 
record that included a first-round playoff 
loss to Albany State. The Muleriders had 
a dream season in which everything went 
right. They won six games by 10 points or 
less, and with 17 starters back, they should 
be a factor in the GSC race again. The club 
benefited from a new wishbone offense 
and has the backfield returning intact. 

NEBRASKA-OMAHA was good in 1997 
(8-3) and expects to be even better this 
year. That means trouble for NCC teams, 
which will try to slow down senior Ed 
Thompson, the first player in Division 
II to run and throw for more than 1,000 
yards in the same season. 

CENTRAL ARKANSAS is another of the 
GSC teams that could find itself in the 
playoffs. The Bears have a tandem of 
Andre King, who had over 1,000 yards in 
1996, and Shadrick McAfee, a do-it-all 
type who had 258 all-purpose yards ina 
game last season. Senior corner Danny 
Johnson led the conference with seven 
interceptions. 

Things will be a little different around 
BLOOMSBURG this fall because Harlon Hill 
Trophy winner Irv Sigler is no longer in 
the backfield. Ed Carothers, who has lim- 
ited experience, appears to be the heir

New coach Warren Johnson has 17 starters 
back, including preseason All-America wide 
receiver DeAndre Green and all-state defen- 
sive lineman DeMarco McNail, as Blount seeks 
a third straight state Class 5A championship. 


The Thunder return every member of last sea- 
son’s first-ever varsity team which bowed to 
eventual state Class 5A champion Mesa 
Mountain View in the playoffs. Veteran coach 
Jim Rattay, a former Mesa High mentor, will 
build his offense around all-state running 
back Bobby Wade. 


With a U.S.-best 76-game winning streak in 
the books, the Spartans could field their best 
team ever and enter the season as the No. 1 
team in the National Prep Poll. The Bay Area 
power, the national champ in 1994, ranked 
No. 3 last season and returns state sopho- 
more of the year in running back/linebacker 
D.J. Johnson and all-state running back Atari 
Callen among 13 regulars. The Spartans have 
won 110 of their last 111 games. 


The Jackrabbits will be defending their South- 
ern California Division | title with some of the 
state’s top skilled players in their third season. 
Quarterback Chris Lewis is a preseason All- 
America and state junior of the year selection 
after passing for over 5,400 yards and 64 TDs 
the last two seasons. Defensive back Darrell 
Rideaux, wide receiver Kareem Kelly, and run- 
ning back Larry Croom boast all-star status. 


The Monarchs bowed only to Poly last fall and 
return seven defensive starters, including all- 
star linebacker Kevin Mitchell, and a veteran 
offensive line anchored by top prospect Lenny 
Vandermade. Quarterback and tailback will be 
key spots to fill. Mater Dei plays Concord De 
La Salle in key regular season matchup. 


Several key members return from the squad 
which bowed only to eventual state Class 6A 
champion Miami Carol City in the state semifi- 
nals. Among the returnees are all-state run- 
ning back Jason Davis, brother of lowa State’s 
Darren and the New Orleans Saints’ Troy, 
along with linebacker Reggie Everett and 
junior receiver Willie Roberts. Southridge 
ranked 17th in final National Prep Poll. 


Underclassmen led the team to the state Class 
5A quarterfinals last season before bowing 
25-22 to eventual state champion Fort Laud- 
erdale St. Thomas Aquinas. Winning 27 of last 
28 games, Lakeland appears ready for another 
run at the crown it captured in 1996. 


The Panthers will seek to repeat as state 
Class 4A titlists with all key skilled-position 
players back, including preseason All-America 
defensive back Jeremy Muyres, who had 14 
interceptions last fall and also played receiver 
and quarterback. 


The Crusaders will be seeking a 13th straight 
Prep Bowl title for coach Cal Lee, who has a 
16-year record of 189-28-4, the best in state 
history. Returnees from the team ranked No. 
19 by National Prep Poll include linebacker 
Joe Siofele and linemen Sean Souza and 
William Meu Mau. 


Caravan returns 12 regulars from the playoff 
team that extended 10-win season streak to 
12 years. Wide receiver Octavius Bond and 
running back Ted Bolden are the top seniors. 
A talented junior class includes touted offen- 
sive lineman Gary Young. Coach Frank Lenti 
has a 158-24 record, including 122 victories 
in the last 132 games. 


Kingsmen have won the last three state Class 
5A titles with state-record 18 straight playoff 
victories. Coach Chris Geesman has compiled 
a 246-40 record over the past 25 seasons, 
including 12 league championships in a row 
and an 89-game regular-season win streak 
from 1985-96. Top returnees include offen- 
sive lineman Dustin Clayton, tight end Tim 
Sommer, and guard Phil Verespelt. 


The nation’s most productive passing attack 
will bid for a third straight state Class 3A title 
and fifth in the last six seasons. Junior quar- 
terback Brock Berlin set a U.S. record with 
4,659 passing yards last fall while tossing 54 
TDs, including 25 to returning all-state receiv- 
er Richard Smith, All-state defensive lineman 
Cole Pittman anchors the front line as Evangel 
seeks to increase its 30-game victory streak. 


The Hawks have won four state titles in the 


1990s and eight since 1981 and hope to score 
a fourth back-to-back Class A title this fall. 
The school's only head coach, John Herring- 
ton, is 248-54—1 since 1970. Key returnees 
include wide receiver/defensive backs Ricky 
Bryant and Andre Davis, plus two-way guard 
Brian McGhee. 


Sixteen starters return for this Kansas City 
metro team. State player of the year Jamar 
Mozee is back after rushing 324 times for 
2,230 yards and 26 TDs as a junior. He’s joined 
by quarterback Joe Kinder and two-way line- 
man John Garrison as all-star veterans. 


Preseason All-America quarterback Chris 
Simms and running back Greg Toal anchor a 
veteran team seeking its fifth division title in 
the last seven years. Simms passed for 1,855 
yards and 22 TDs last season while Toal 
rushed for 2,042 yards and 30 TDs. Other vets 
include wide receiver Nick Gallo, two-way 
lineman Greg Goodman, two-way end Owen 
Corso, and linebackers Joe Scarpelli and 
Craig McBeth. 


The Knights lost only five seniors off the 1997 
Class A title team, the school’s third crown 
since 1991. Returning all-staters include 
defensive back Ty Gifford, offensive lineman 
Chris Loos, running back Lee Daniel Avila, and 
defensive lineman Sean Blue. 


Last year’s Class 4A state champions gradu- 
ated 10 college recruits and were ranked No. 
8 by the National Prep Poll. However, nine 
offensive regulars and four defensive starters 
return, including preseason All-America 
Michael Waddell, who returned nine kicks for 
TDs and intercepted seven passes, plus two- 
way back Marcus Ellerbe. 


The Wildcats will be seeking their eighth 
state Division | title in the last 11 years and 
have won 127 of their last 136 games. Coach 
Chuck Kyle feels his team is comparable to 
the 1993 and 1995 teams ranked No, 1 by 
the National Prep Poll. Quarterback Joe Gon- 
zalez is one of six returning offensive 
starters and also is one of five defensive 
regulars back in the fold. 


The Crusaders return several experienced 
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players from last season’s state Division | 
runner-up and will bid for their eighth state 
crown since 1975. Moeller, with an overall 
333-65-2 record, will feature one of the 
nation’s top juniors in all-state offensive line- 
man Mike Munoz (6-6, 300), son of Pro Foot- 
ball Hall of Famer Anthony Munoz. The key 
defender is linebacker Josh Martin. 


McNARY, Keizer, OR (14-0) 

A pair of second-team all-staters anchor last 
season's state championship Class 4A team. 
Quarterback Stephen Copeland and tackle 
Bryce Bohlander will attract college attention. 


CENTRAL DAULPHIN, 

Harrisburg, PA (11-3) 

Former college coach George Chaump has 
several skilled position players back from the 


team that bowed to unbeaten state champ 
Central Bucks West, 27-24 in overtime of the 
state Class 4A semifinals. Three-sport per- 
former Ryan Belicic returns at quarterback 
after earning all-star plaudits as a junior. 


DANIEL, Central, SC (12-3) 

The 1997 state Class 3A runner-up was 
loaded with underclassmen and will bid for all 
the marbles this season. Second team all- 
state offensive lineman Kevin Breedlove is a 
top college prospect on one of the state’s top 
programs of the 1990s. 


DUNCANVILLE, TX (12-2) 

The Panthers could be the preseason No. 1 
team in the Lone Star State after advancing to 
the state Class 5A semifinals before bowing 
to unbeaten Longview a year ago. Returnees 


include defensive end Kevin Young, the Dallas 
area Sophomore of the Year. 


ELLISON, Killeen, TX (12-1) 

Nine defensive starters and six offensive reg- 
ulars return from last season's state Class 5A 
quarterfinalist. Speedster Reggie Duncan is 
back after rushing for 2,400 yards as a junior. 
Linebacker Jeremy Alfred anchors the 
defense. Ellison and Duncanville will vie for 
regional honors this fall. 


ARROWHEAD, Hartland, WI (9-2)
